In the early days of the war, 
a company of Germans took prisoners an 
officer and sergeant of the Black Wetch\ 
Instead of actually keeping them as prison- 
ers of war, for some reason or other they 
stripped the two men naked, kept their 
clothes and equipmént and told them to 
cross No Man’s Land and enter their own 
trenches shamed and disgraced soldiers. The 
men in their agony started on the fear-ul 
journey, and the Germans as they moved 
away, took shots at their backs and they 
never reached the British lines alive. The 
next day, the Black Watch was in action 
and there occurred one of -the most awful 
holocausts of the war. No quarter was 
given, no mercy was shown. The butchery 
and revengeful savagery of the men of that 
great Scottish regiment illustrated a fe- 
rocity that has never been rivalled. And 
so, if the Germang had, as it were, adver- 
tised their capture of Kitchener, more hor- 
rible things still would have been accom- 
plished by Kitchener's men in theft thirst’ 
for vengeance. But he is safe now, we. 
know that, and he is fighting for us and 
with us. The greatest drama in the history 
of the world will have its finishing act ‘nr 
the return of Kitchener of Khartoum to the 
people who ‘ove and honor him.”

Boys do not Last. | 


The German army, which bas reduced 
man power to exact science, has long since 
discovered that it is a wastage to call young 
men under 20 into the trenches. Boys of 17 
start out like a million dollars but they com- 
pletely wear out in a few months, and they 
wear out beyond all hope of repair. | 

Older men, called in to take the place of 
drafted laborers, will not be able to d. as 
much work as the man taken away, but they 
will last longer than boys would. | 

The period of highest usefulness pf the 
brain worker is usually up to about fifty’ 
years. This differs, of course, with the dif- 
ferent types of brain work. | 


At about that age the average man stops 
getting new ideas. He begins to slip back. 


. Although the capacity for giving forth crea- 


tive ideas usually begins to sag at 50, the 
best years of an administrative brain often 
comes after that age. 


At the half-century mark the average man 
ceases to change positions. He holds the 
position he has attained and begins to cash 
iz on his experience. He begins to d'rect 
the work of other men and travels on what 
he has learned in the past. ; 

As an administrator, a man should attain . 
his highest mark at about 60. 


There is a great deal of variance on this 


point. The experience of the last few years 


tends to expand the period of a man's use- 
fulness as a director of the work of other 
men. 


It was formerly assumed that a man was 
of No use as an executive yntil he had come 
to mature years. “Old men 
young men for war.” ' 

It is still true that you Gan go into a rail- 
road office or any bank and you'll find that 
nine out of ten of the men in charge are 
past the draft age of 31. Responsibility 
seems to be ordinarily handed out to the 
man between 35 and 50. 


Recent experience tendg to show that 
these limits are arbitrary and impractical. I 
know a man 26 years of age who is now 
general manager of the largest moving-pic- 
ture concern in the world. But this chap 
started with this same concern about twelve 
years ago for $5 a week. Perseverance and 
putting both shoulders to the whee! attained 
for him his present position. There are 
many other young men at the head of large 
concerns, but they are the exceptions and 


__not the rule. 


The men in command of the large armies 
in the European war show, on the other 
hand, that we have ordinarily placed the 
limit of usefulmess for an executive at too 
low a figure. Von Hindenburg, Joffre and 
Kitchener were al] past the age of retire- 
ment in the United States Army. 

All of which goes to show that it will te~ 
easier to replace the brain workers who 
have been called to war than the laborers. 


Mode of Living Counts a Lot. 


A man’s mode of living may extend or 
shorten the period of his usefulness. Some 
men assist nature by caring for their health; 
others dissipate; this may be in the form of 
excessive smoking, eating irregularly, exces 
sive drinking. Some men work too hard. 
All these excesses tend to shorten the period 
of a man’s highest efficiency. | 

Health and energy are like money. They 
will last in proportion to the rate of spend-

efficiency rarely lasts longer.

What is to be the fate of this land which 
has so long been under the heel of the 
Turk? It is a land not only rich in oriental 
glamour and natural beauty but rich in 
natural resources making of the Near East 
one of the great: stakes of diplomacy, one 
of the chief causes of the Great War. 
Large empires may again arise out of the 
soil of this wonderful land. New civiliza- 
tions rivaling those of an earlier time may 
again appeaar.

Constantinople is the mbst historic city 


of Europe with the possible exception of 
_ Rome. For many centuries it has been the 
~~ heart of a great empire. It is strategically 
located so that whoever dominates it con- 
trols the whole Near East, It stands be- 
tween Europe and Asia and the possessor 
of it can cut off the connection between Eu- 
rope and Asia and threaten Northern Africa.

Three-fifths of Europe was Chfistianized by 
missionaries sent out from Constantinople, 
including the Balkan Peninsula and what is 
now Russia with the exception of the Poles. 
The Greek Catholic Church still holds the 
allegience of a large part of Christendom. 
When the Roman Empire in the west was 
destroyed by the German invasions, the 
East was also attacked. Later the Bul- 
garians, a Tartar people, and the Serbians, 
who are slavic, settled down in the Balkan 
Peninsula where they have remained to this 
day- But the city itself so fortressed by 
nature as has already been indicated suc- 
ceeded in maintaining itself. However, it 
was constantly threatened. In the seventh 
century Mohammed began his career among 
the Arabians and succeeded in uniting these 
simple people in a religious crusade so that 
they spread the faith by the sword. In 
about 100 years Christianity lost one-half 
of its territory to the Mohammedans. 
Persia, the Holy Land, a large part of Asia 
Minor, all of Northern Africa, Spain and 
other regions all fell to the Mohammedans, 
but Constantinople and the Eastern Roman 
Empire again succeeded in maintaining 
themselves, with diminished territory, it is 
true, against the followers of the Crescent, 
just as they had maintained themse)ves 
ainst the German and other barbaria.s. 


The great Arabian Mohammedan Empire 
sq interesting in its lava-like spread and in 
its sciertific contributions to Europe, arith- 
metic, astronomy, medicine, geography, etc., 
weakened and decayed. Rival successors of 


roi ana arose dividing the Modammedan 


world and Christiang everywhere had a wel- 
come breathing spell, but shortly a new 
ple.came into the Mohammedan Empire 
and gave it military lif. and vigor. This was 
an! Asiatic Tartar-Mongol tribe, the Turks. 
With this new people as leaders in the Mo- 
hammedan Empire, the Christians in the 
East were more seriously threatened than 
ever before and it seemed as though the 
Holy City of the East would certainly fall. 
The danger wag so great that all of western 
Christianity aroused itself to go to the aid 
of |the threatened brothers in the East, to. 
succor the Greek portion of the Catholic 
Church. This movement is known as the 
Cilentes and forms one of the most ro- 
mantic periods in the world’s history. 


As a result of the First Crusade in 1096 
several western kingdoms were set up in 


the Holy Land which maintained themselves 
for several hundred years. The Fourth Cru- 
sade, however, was turped into an attack on 
treasure-laden Constantinople through the 


greed of the Venetians and in 1204 the city 
was thoroughly sacked by the western 
Christians and a western kingdom set up 
there which lasted about sixty years. One 
of the western bishops tells how he sat and 
watched the plundering of the city and de- 
sisted for several days from sharing in the 
booty, and then» seeing that the city was 
certainly to be fhoroughly plundered he too 

joined with the 
others. The men 
who in 1095 had 
come to save Con- 
stantinople from the 
Turk had ruined the 
city and thug weak- 
ened, it could not re- 
sist the Turks. 

The Balkan region 
soon fell to them and 
in 1453 the proud 
city itself was taken, 
this, the last survival 
of the Eastern Ro 
man Empire, for ten 
centuries the heart 
of European civiliza- 
tion. The final de- 
fense of the city was 
dramatic. The Pope 
was sending help 
and many have ever 
since believed that 
if the Christians had 
held out just a tittle 
longer it would have 
been saved forever. 
The city had ren- 
dered a great serv- 
ice to civilization. 
Indeed, ft has been 
said by Frederic Har- 
rison that “it handed 
down, and handed 
down alone the an- 
cient world to the modern.” Certain curious 
Turkish habits of government are not gener- 
ally known. Their conquest of the Balkans 
was merely a military conquest. The Chris- 
tians were permitted to keep their own in- 


dustrial and agricultural organizations as 


well as their ecclesiastical system. They 
were forced toepay taxes to the Turks and to 
acknowledge them as conquerors. The Turk- 
ish state was military and ecclesiastical. Its 
etrength lay in its army and in its church. 
Its-army was constantly recruited from 


Christians in the Balkans who were taken as 


youths, and educated for the highest 
posts in civil and military life. It is 
estimated that about 40,000 Christian 
boys were annually gathered in this 
way and placed in Turkish schools, 
where in time they became Moham- 
medans and the chief faetor in creat-

Many Germans be- 
gan to dream of an 
empire which would 
include ‘the territory 
from the North Sea 
to the Persian Gulf 
and which would 
open up the whole 
Near East to Ger- 
man ,; exploitation 
* and colonization. The 
uncertain factors in 
the situation were 
the restless, sturdy 
and ambitious Bal- 
kan nations, backed 
as they were by 
Russia and filled 


with dreams of national expansion. These 
mations claimed territory which was still 
in Turkey’s hands and were looking for- 
ward to the day when the Turk would be 
driven “bag and baggage” out of Europe 
and his land divided among them. 

With this common expansion programme 
in mind the Balkan League was formed, and 
in 1912 Turkey was attacked and defeated 
and its armies driven to the outskirts of 
Constantinople. The rivalry of the great 
European powers, however, was such that 
they determined to interfere in Balkan af- 
fairs and created the independent state of 
Albania. This made the division of the 
spoils which the Christians had taken from 
the Turks even more difficult. An amusing 
phase of this serious wrangle was thac cach 
one of the Balkan nations virtually claimed 
the whole Balkan Peninsula for itself, in- 
sisting that it was inhabited by men of its 
own nationality. 

Under the most favorable condit'ons, 
then, the territorial adjustment would have 
been very difficult. “Probably instigated by 
the diplomacy of the greater European pow- 
‘ers the late Balkan allies in 1913 fought 
each other, with the result that Bul 
was defeated by Greece, Serbia, Montene- 
gro, Rumania and Turkey. The Turk re- 
covered Adrianople. The bitterest hatred 
was the result. Each Balkan nation had 
gained a great deal of territory as a result 
of the war with Turkey, but not one was 
satisfied. Their appetite for more territory 
had simply been stimulated. Serbia did not 
have access to the sea. Montenegro’ was 
practically without access to-a port. Bul- 
garia had no adequate outlet and Greece 
wanted Southern Albania. Serbia, more- 
over, was determined to create a Greater 
Serbia which should include the southern 


(ore 


ile 


‘Slavs living within Austria-Hungary. Ru- 


mania wanted to annex the territory in- 
babited by Rumanians in Austria and in 
Russia. Many Greeks were to be found in 
Asia Minor and in territory not yet united 
with Greece. In other words, the Balkan 
kettle was boiling’ furiously with Russia 
adding fuel to the flame and Austria trying 
to keep the' lid on. : 

While this state of affairs existed in the 


Palkans it necessarily threatened the in- 
tegrity of Austria-Hungary, and interfcred 
with the latter’s determination to dominate 
at least the western Balkans and gain ac- 
cess to the sea at Saloniki. Moreover, 
strong, independent Balkan states would 
make impossible a Gernign empire extend- 
ing from the North Sea to the Persian Gulf. 
The great powers were thus particularly in- 
terested in the Balkan settlement. On the 
one side was Russia, whose defeat in the 
Russo-Japanese War had caused her again 
to turn to the Balkans and to support Ser- 
bia in her ambitions. On the other side 
was Austria, likewise interested in the Bal- 
kans and having the support of Germany. 
There was then the greatest danger that 
war would break out in the Near East, the 
region which had so often disturbed the 
peace of Europe. ‘ | 

While a high tension existed the Austrian 
Archduke and heir to the throne wag assas- 
sinated. The Austrians, determined on ~/ar, 
make startling demands of Serbi>.

Nelthe® one wor'!l 
give way and the war began and is still 
going on. No time was given for concilia- 
tion. The autocratic governments of [Du- 
rope planned war, or rather determined to 
punish Serbia severely, and suddenly de- 
manded things, which autocratic Russia was 
determined to oppose. No such a situation 
could have arisen in a democratic country 
like our own. 

All of Northern Africa once in the hands 
of the Turks has been reconquered by Eu- 
ropeans, beginning with Algiers in 1830, con- 
quered by France, and ending with Tripoli, 
conquered by Italy in 1911, so that’ the 
Turkish empire in Africa has entirely dis- 
appeared. After a thousand years Europe 
has reconquered Northern Africa from the 
infidel. We are witnessing what most of us 
hope to be the last war of the Turkish suc- 
cession, wars intended to determine who 
should inherit Turkey. Turkey has los: all 
of her territory in the Balkans with the ex- 
ception of the region around Constantinople. 

Regardless of how the war ends Turkey is 
doomed.. If the Central Powers should by 
any Cnance have won as they hoped to do, 


. they intended control Turkey very much 


as Egypt has ‘been dominated by Great 
Britain—to develop the country economic- 
ally, to build railroads,’ to stimulate agri- 
culture by irrigation ahd better methods. 
If the Allies win, as now seems certain, the 
same kind of economic development may 


be expected. Turkey wil] be further di-* 


vided, and, of course, will practically close 
her independence and existence as a na- 

It seems that Arabia, now in rebe:lion, 
and Mesopotamia will fall to Great Britain. 
A part of Asia Minor will probably go to 
France. Italy and Greece will each prob- 
ably also receive some part of Asiatic Tur- 


key. Armenia will go to Russia. But what 
is to be done with the city of Constanti-— 


nople is apparently an open question. The 
city has been promised to the Russians but 
it seems that after centuries of longing for. 
it they have given up their ambition to) 
dominate it. Perhaps some kind of inter- 
national government will be set up and the 
freedom of the straits given to all peoples. 


But what is to be done with Turks as a 
people? Ten million or more Turks still 
exist. In parts of Asia Minor they form 
practically the whole population. It has 
well been said that the Turk is good for 
fighting and nothing else. History has no 
blacker page than the recent Armenian 
atrocities by which this thrifty people was 
almost exterminated. To put the Turk to 
the sword is no adequate punishment. He 
is brave and does not mind death. The 
worst punishment that could be inflicted on 
him would be to take his sword away from 


him and to give him a plow in place of it, 


iv that way forcing him to beat his swords 
into plowshar If the Allies carry out 
their programnmie completely the Turk will be 
driven out of Purope and confined to Asia 
Minor with o: without political independ- 
ence. But there are people who favor a 
reorganization »i Turkey on a Federal basis, 


giving autonomy to the non-Turkish nation- 


alities like the Syrians and others. 


The problem \of the Near East is probably 
the most difficuit one confronting Euro;ean 
diplomacy and only a reasonably satisfactory 
cettlement can be expected. President Wil- 
son in his Flag Day speech insisted that 
the Central Evropean empire would have to 
be destroyed. Russia has given up her 
imperialistic ambitions and Germany and 
Austria-Hungary will have to give up theirs. 


The Allies recently had a conference on the 


Balkan problems and may have reached 
some conclusion. But no amount of fight- 
ing, Bo number of conferences are going to 
be able to solve the problem. The ambi- 
tions of the different nations in the Bal- 
kans are so conflicting that time alone will 
be able to bring a solution. The boundaries 
of these states can and will be redrawn. 
The Balkan con/ederation may be revived 
but the problem wil] remain, though in a 
modified form. | 3 

Let me cite one part of the probiem. 
Saloniki is next to Constantinople the chief 
port of the Balkans. It ought to be avail- 
able for the whole region like San Fran 
cisco is for its back country. Bulgaria, 
Serbia, Greece and Austria ought to have 
free access to this port. Commercialiy it 
doesn’t belong to any one of them. It has 
been suggested Serbia be connected 
with Saloniki by a shoe string strip and 
other solutions are being urged, but the final 
solution will be only measurably satisfac- 
tory. 

The Balkan reorganization most favored 
in Allied circles is compensation for Bul- 
garia in Macedonia and retrocession of ter- 
ritory to her in the Dobrudja. Serbia is to 
be compensated by access to the sea at 
Durazzo; Middle Albania and Aviona are to 
ec to Italy; and Southern A!bania to Greece. 
Serbia and Rumania may or may not get 
the Austrian territories they covet, dcpend- 
ing upon the exact result of the war. —

In the South of China, about 500 miles 
southwest of Canton, lies my village, with 
twenty residences and a schoolhouse, sur- 
rounded by bamboos and fruit trees. Kung 
Duk Seng (Mount Peacock) lies a mile be- 
hind and the Canton‘ River flows in front of 
the village. A great area of rice fields ex- 


tends along both sides. My grandfather - 


lived in the old village in his young life. 
When he made a little money of his buai- 
ness he began to think to build a new home 
for his, descendants, so he built a new 


ho in the new village, which is two 
m distant from the old one. Both the 
old) and new villages are owned by the 


K tribe. The old village is very. big 
old, with 3000 inhabitants, and the 
heuses, some of them are small and some 
of m big. The streets are crooked and 
uneven everywhere. Some of the houses 
are of plaster and some are built of brick. 
The houses of the new village are large 
and even, all built of brick. , 
Our house was of two stories, being about 
twenty feet high.. On the first floor was 
one big hall in the center and two living 
‘rooms, one on each side, and in the tear 
w-e a@ gmall room used for a kitchen. My 
brother and his family live one side and my 


'mother on the other, but my grandmother 


and I slept in the hall, which was divided 
into two parts by a carved wooden screen. 
Each side of the hall was a row of big 
carved chairs of teak wood and a tea table 
cn each side. Around the walls hang some 
watercolor pictures of my grandfather and 
grandmother. We ate our meals on a 
square wood table in the hall. When my 
father was in the city the men and the 
womien eat together but when my father 
Was home just the men eat together and my 
mother ahd the women eat in a small hall 
next to the kitchen. The second story was 
not used except when the flood came very 
bad, but we keep there a shrine for ances 
tors and stored there rice and some ward- 
robe. We have a rice mill, to polish and 
shell the rice near the house. 

Connected with the house was a garden, 
through which flowed a stream, and there 
was a teahouse ahd library where my 
father study and: entertain his friends. Be- 
fore I was 4 years old I do not remember 
what I did. After I had reached four vears 
I could remember what I had experienced. 


I never slept alone when I was a. baby be 


cause I was scared of devils. I always slept 
with my grandmother. We had a bed made 
of two wide boards, with a straw mattress, 
on which we slept in the summer time and 


in winter we slept under thick blanket to

In the second year the mother feeds it with 
rice that she has first chewed herself and 
until the baby’s teeth gYrow strong she 
feeds it with chicken and most the time 
boils for it some gruel. My grandmother 
was born of a farmer family and though 
she wag not stingy she not like to spend 
much m@gney. She did not like to wear 
beautiful] dress- and make her dress her- 
self out"Of cloth she wove from the fiber of 
a tree called “Mah,” which looks something 
like linen... When I was scared of the thun- 
der I hia fh the folds of her dress and her 
wide sleeves covered my head. 

We have over twenty acres of land, sepa- 
rated over the country. My grandmother 
and Loy Lui take charge of all the farming. 
Lots of times my grandfather advise my 
erandmother to lease the fields so she can 
enjoy an easy life but she say “Nothing is 
better in the world than farming.” She 
liked to see the rice and the flowers grow 
ani she had much pleasure of it. 

Loy Lui is my grandmother's right-hand 
‘man, who take charge of all the laborers 
who work in the rice fields. When he had 
spare time he worked in the garden. He 
has been employed in our family for many 
years and is old and earnest servant. My 
grandmother has been so kind to him that 
‘he loved to work for our family for al! his 
life. He liked me very much, too. Every 
time when he cut down the bamboo, which 
happened two or three times a year he 
made mie a bamboo horse. I am so proud to

me for another one “and he do the same 
thing. Soon as four apricots have disap- 
peared I thought they had been lost and I 
begin to cry. So he said “Wait a minute;”

I was very weak when I a baby and 
I was sick several times a year.

When I heard this I 
try to stop my crying, in order to comfort 
her, but my pain hurts me so much that 
I could not help cry. So my grandmother 
awakens my father. We go to the city_to 
see a doctor. Yit Gew, the servant girl, 
carry me on her back with a thick strap. 
When we left the house it was after mid- 
night. We had no street cars nor carriages 
and the city is eight miles from our village. 
By the time we reach the city it was dawn. 
We go to the doctor’s house. The doctor 
is still in bed. We wake him up-and he 
takes an examination of my sickness. He 
writes a 
father and my father buys them from the 
Tai Sung Hong, the drug store, and then 
we g6 home. 

My mother boil the medicine and give 
me to drink. I refuse to drink it because it 
tates so bitter and my mother told me 
that if I drink the medicine she would give 
me some candy. So I close my eyes and 
hold my nose and drank it. But she re 
fused to give me the candy. Sol. begin to 
cry. My grandmother hears me cry and 
come to comfort me and told me a story of 
a child who steals his mother’s money to 
buy candy, and at night when he went to

ether children have none. When we play 
together I ride on horseback and pretend 
to be king and the rest of the children offer 
me some sand or dust, pretending it to be 
gold dust, and they give me bamboo leaves, 
pretending it to be offering of a feast. Some 
chase and catch butterflies and offer to me 
pretending to be chicken. 


And, too, I have another playmate at 
home besides the children. He is my grand- 
father. He used-to sit in the hall on a 
carved teak wood chair, with his right 
hand playing with his long white beard, 
while the left hand holding his pipe, rest- 
ing his elbow on the tea table next to his 
chair. Every time when I stand leaning 
against his knee he quit smoking because 
the smoke makes me cough, 'nd then he do

Ten days after the New Year we have a 
lantern ceremony in the Ong LewW, or the 
Lantern Palace. For every little boy born 
during the last year we hang up a beautiful 
lantern for him. There is a big bow) of 
rice and chicken, and also large jars of 
wine, for the public. There is pork and 
roast goose and other good things to eat, 
and all the people feast and are happy. All 
the lanterns are lighted with wicks of oil, 
and the bowls of food are placed on a long 
table in front of the tablet of the spirit of 
the land, in honor of him who protects the 
people of the village. Wine is poured on 
the ground in front of the tablet and in- 
cense is burned. 

The fifteenth day of January is the last 
day of the New Year ceremony. On that 


evening we have fireworks ceremony. Most, 


of the people do not know the story of the 
ceremony. The children just enjoy the noise 
and the beautiful display, but the original 
idea is to fire the crackers to scare away 
the bad spirits. Every boy and man in a 
village gives to the public temple so many 
packages of crackers and those people who 
like to make noise go to the Lantern Palace 
and take charge. When a man like to fire 
fifteen packages he takes that much. Next 
year he must give to the public that much 
number of package. Giant crackers are ex- 
ploded and some bombs go off. Many dif- 
ferent kind of fireworks are burned and send 
up to the air beautiful designs, such as flow- 
ers and dragons. All the children enjo 

them very much. >

When I was 7 years old it was the time 
for me to go to school. My father tell my 
mother I old now and should learn to read, 
but my grandmother say I too young and 
had better wait another year. But my 
mother said it is. better to send me to 
school, that a teacher keep me from play 
with the water or fight with the children. 
As my father is the head of the village and 
employ the teacher in the school, he send in 
all the children’s names on a piece of red 
paper, and my name was included with the 


On the beginning day of the school, Loy 
Lui, the gardener, carry my table and books 
and ink and pens to the schoolhouse. The 
schoolhouse is built of brick, comprising one 
big hall, divided in two by a bamboo screen. 
We have a Confucius Tablet, made of red 
paper, in the center of the North Wall. 
When the children all in and the tables are 
arranged in rank, we begin to honor Con- 
fucitus, before bis Tablet, and each chil- 
dren offers some sugar and green onions on 
the table, which means that Confucius will 
bless us and make our hearts sweet as of 
the sugar, and white as of the onion. We 
burn incense every night in front of the 
Tablet. 

We go to school at six o'clock of the 
morning, and read out loud about two bours, 
then we repeat the lessons to the teacher. 
Then we go home for breakfast. We re- 
turm back at nine o’clock and stay in the 
school to five in the afternoon. We have no 
lunch except the rich children have some 
rice cakes and eat it in the schoolhouse. My 
mother used to give me three little round 
rice cakes for my lunch. All day we sit by 
the table and read out loud for four hours, 


and the rest of the time is study writing. 


As We read the books we know how to re- 
peat it, but we do not know what it means. 
We go home for supper at five o’clock and 
return to school to eight o’clock. And then 
the teacher give us the lessons for next 
morning. 

Our teacher is an old man between fifty 
years. He looks very genteel with iong 
study of knowledge; however he failed to 
pass the Examinations, so he had to be the 
teacher in the small village. He is a Jittle 
skinny man, with a little thin mustache and 
a few gray hairs on his chin, and he wears 
big horn spectacles on his eyes. He call 
the roll call in the morning and each pupil 
must come to his table and recite the lesson, 


with his face turned away from the teacher.

One of the last things I remember in 
Soissons was an old man who had dug a 
deep pit in the side of a bank and was 
carrying his dilapidated furniture and house- 
bold goods into it. The boys made a lot 
of fun of him, but the laugh was not on their 
lips very ‘long. We had just reached the 
top of a hill on the other side of the city, 
overlooking the railroad yards and repair 
shops, when we Came into direct view of 
the German artillery observers and shrap- 
nel began to storm down on us. It was 
like the sudden burst of a thunder cloud. 
There wasn’t a moment’s warning before 
the beautiful little smoke puffs began ap 
pearing overhead and the ugly steel splin- 
ters and slugs began tearing into us. 

The regiment deployed in a corn field at 
one side of the road and scattered, moving 
some distance from the highway. The 
enemy continued to sprinkle the corn with 
shrapnel but we lay flat down for a while 
with our packs over our backs to protect 
our spines. 

ca Under Fire. 


Mverybody was so tirea and hungry and 
s6 “orn out that even with death hovering 
over our heads waiting to cut us down we 
could not resist starting little fires and 
making some tea. It seems strange, look- 
ins back at it, that one’s body can become 
so jaded, so fagged, that one will risk death 
for the sake of a tin cupful of reddish 
licuid. 

I saw men struck as they lifted the cup 
to their lips, and their companions, after 
carrying them to the regimenta) station, 
would eagerly seek the teakettle again. 
Personally, I was simply oblivious of the 
shell fire, I was so totally done up. 


Toward nightfall the German artillery 
‘ol wp on us. We had a few hours sleep 
then took the road again at ten minutes to 
three in the morning. All that day we 
marched through a heavy forest. The 
enemy's artillery was firing at us all” the 
time, but they did not have the range very 
well and the trees protected us. 

Put with the cavalry it was a different 
matter. Uhlans harassed us every hour of 
the day. We had only about two machine 
tuns to a company, and they were worked 
se steadily and so hard that they repeatedly 
jammed. 

. There was one man in our company 

whom we called Big Joe on account of his 
-gsize. I have forgotten his other name. The 

tripod was shot away from under the ma-— 
chine gun that Big Joe’s squad wag working, 

and the giant picked the weapon up and 

fought it from his shoulder as an ordinary 

man would a service rifle. 

It would have mashed most men’s shoul- 
ders to jelly, but al] Big Joe ever thought 
of it was to ask one of his pals to rub his 

. shoulder that night. 2 

“It seems a little stiff,” he said. “I'm 
afraid I may have caught some cold in it.” 
- Once we were almost cut off. A party of 
Uhians came clattering down on our heels 
driving the rear guard in on the support, 
2nd for a few moments there was what ap- 
proached a barrage fire of artillery on the 
road in our front. Luckily for us, the ar. 

.tillery fire slackened for some reason and

guard. 

Suddenly I hear the roaring of a motor. 
We take cover at the sides of the road 
and wait to see what is coming round the

is inconceivable that he will not at least 
be able to fire. 

The roaring of the motor grows louder. 
We are so tired that our nerves jangie. I 
have never ftelt so jumpy. . There it comes, 
around the bend with a Red Cross flag fly- 
ing from it, but it is not one of our ambu- 
lances. I recognize it at once as a German 
machine. 

It has great, heavy, double wheels and 
there are Red Crosses painted on its sides 
in addition to the flag flying from the 
front. It must be lost from its own lines. 
A man sitting beside the driver leans far 
out over the side. The chauffeur has re 
leased the muffler cut-out and the engine 
is running very quietly now so that we can 
hear the man beside him. He is yelling in 
broken English that they are lost, and he 
gesticulates toward the body of the car in 
such a way as to make wus think that he 
has badly wounded men with him. 

We begin scrambling back onto the road. 
Our war ig not against the wounded and 
suffering. We will let them pass. Sud- 
denly the ambulance stops. The brakes 
have been jammed on so viciously that it 
skids half across the road 


What the Ambulance Held. 


The sides of the ambulance rise quickly, 
and two machine guns show their nasty 
muzzles. 

“Br-r-r-r-rt-t-t,” they begin to sputter. 

I leap backwards and fall headlong into 
the ditch. Everybody is jumping for cover. 
The leaden pellets beat upon the road, but 
the gunners have not the range and the bul- 
lets ricochet and bound off in every direc- 
tion. Scarcely a man of us is hit, but we 
are in wild confusion. 


I cannot describe the scene. No one 
seems to think of putting his rifle to his 
shoulders. The horror of it, the passivunate 
anger against such vile trickery drive us 
into a rage, but it is, for a moment, an im- 
potent rage. We seem to be at their mercy. 

Then our platoon commander's voice rises 
above the rat-a-tat of the machine guns. 

“Steady, men,” he is saying. “Fire at will, 
but pick your men carefully.” : 

We have heard. him \ypeak in the same 
tone on parade. It brfiffgs us to our senses. 
The edge of the ditch on each side of the 
road fairly flames with the sputter of rifle 
fire. The “ambulance” ig riddled. The 
driver topples forward over the wheel. A 
Prussian officer leaps into the middle of 
the road. Half a dozen men spring from the 
ditch and rush at him with bayonets. They 
kill him like a rat. There is no compunc- 
tion about it. It gives us a feeling of joy 
every time we see the man at whom we 
have aimed, fall over. | | 

There is the thrumming of more motors 
approaching. Round the turn in the road 
they come. This time it is transports laden 
with German troops. There is no attempt 
at disguise with this bunch They think 
that the machine guns will by now have 
done the dirty work. 


We Get Revenge. 


Sweating and tugging and straining, we 
manage to topple the fake ambulance over 
in the road. The trucks come dashing up 
to it, as we retreat, but retreat only to get 
ih touch with our support. The men cheer 
wildly as two of our own machine guns 
come up. We turn the little fellows loose 
on the Germans—give them a taste of their 
own medicine. 

Some of them come running toward us 
shouting: 

“Kamerad! Kamerad!” 

But we shoot them down as they run— 
shoot them gleefully after the dastardly 
trick they have played on us. Probably they 
are trying another trick even now. 

The fire fight wavers backward and for- 
ward. Sometimes the Germans press ahead 
a little way. Sometimes it is we who ad- 
vance. Then something happens which we 
have not expected. A burst of shrapnel 
sprays over the Germans. In a few seconds 
there ig another. Then two explode at once. 


- Three—four—a rain of fire, as the French 


say, is upon them now. We are getting 
support from our own artillery. THat is 
something new and it puts heart into us. 
The regiment reforms and proceeds, while 
the artillery, like a barrier of steel, holds 
the enemy at his distance all the rest of the 
day. Although we are near to exhaustion 


to die of the strain, we sre cheerfal and 
sometimes platoon or a company will 
strike up a song, because we know that 
Fritain is beginning to fight. We have ar- 
tillery support. 

At this time we were retiring almost di- 
rectly toward Paris. For seventeen hours 
we marched with only short halts when it 
was absolutely necessary. We had been in 
France four weeks, though it seemed like 
four years. | 
New Use for Cucumbers. 


One of the chief discomforts was the lack 
of water. Toward evening we haited along- 
side a cucumber field. The men simply 
went wild, running into the field and sucking 
the juicy young cucumbers. I “drank” twelve: 
myself, but we had not had time to satisfy 
ourselves when the Prussian artillery got 
the range again and we had to get out of 
the eucumber field—those of us who could. 
1 have heara some “cussing” during my 
career in the army, but I don’t think I ever 
listened to anything quite like the brand 
that accompanied our departure from the 
cucumber field. 

There was only one cheering circum- 
stance. The next day we besan a turning 
movement southeastward toward Mets. So 
far we had done nothing but retreat. Now 
we were moving to the front once more in 
a sort of curve in front of Paris, getting 
into position for the battle of the Marne. 

I don’t think you éan get any idea of the 
utter weariness of the men nor the manner 
in which we were incessantly harassed. 
We never got a decent chance to eat, drink 
or rest. The incidents of the cornfield and 
the cucumber patch are typical. Many men 
died of sheer exhaustion. 

For instance, there was a case at St. Jente. 
We were billeted in houses and barns there, 
not so; much for comfort as to keep us out 
of sight of the airplanes. I wag im a barn 
with part of our company. As I lay down 
in thé*hay, it seemed as though I smelled 
a faint odor of paraffin, but my clothes were 


so greasy and dirty that smells didn’t mean 


much to me, and, to tell the truth, I was so 
absolutely petered out that I simply went 
te sleep before my body fairly touched the 
hay. 
Almost Burned, Alive. 


We had only been in the barn about two 
hours when there was a great commotion. 
I waked up half suffocated, but I didn’t care. 
Somebody kicked me in the ribs as I was 
turning over to sleep again. 

“The barn’'s on fire!” he yelled. 

Then I knew what the odor of paraffin had 
meant. Some German agent had started the 
fire. Probably it was the owner of the 
place. Germany had left scores of such 
spies planted in the country after 1871. 

After the fire in the barn we got a couple 


of hours more sleep then moved off again 


about 3 o'clock in the morning. During 
the day we came to Colimbier. All the in- 
habitants were leaving the town, and a 
herald, such ag existed in every town in the 
Middle Ages, was going through the town 
crying to all the civilians to take everything 
they could carry and leave the place. 

About 10. o’clock in the morning we were 
on the banks of a stream, and the whole 
regiment went in swimming. It was a case 
like the cucumber field over again. We had 
scarcely gotten wet when the German ar- 
tillery began churning the water with 
shrapnel, and the bodies of many of our 
comrades went floating downstream. 

That night my company guarded a road 
protected by barbed wire entanglements 
and lined with poplar trees, just the kind 
of road you so often see pictured in France 
or Belgium. The main body of the regt- 
ment was dug in the side of a hill over- 
looking this road. do 

I was on outpost with about fourteen men 
under me. 

We are staggered along the sides of the 
road lying in the ditches for the most fart. 
About- midnight, when there ‘; aot a sound, 
one of my men jabs me in the ribs. 

I look toward him. He points far up the 
road. There is a certain amount of moon- 
ight, and I can see something moving be- 
tween the trees. It is evidently cavairy, and 
I suppose it is ours. Nevertheless, I tell my 
man to keep an eye on it sharpiy, and to 
tell me if anything looks suspicious. I my- 
self continue to look all around the rest of 
our section, for there ig no telling trom 
which direction these Uhlans may come. 


Presently I feel another jab in the ribs.

It haus been ‘found that 
some species of bacteria live upon simple 
foods, such as free nitrogen and ths carbo- 
rates. These microbes are of very wide oc- 
currence and can develop on bare rock sur- 
faces. Their secretions, being of an acid 
nature, help to soften the rocks and thus 
they perform the first step in weathering 
Again, ‘there are still soil organisms that 
are capable of existing on pure mineral 
food; for instance, the various su!phates 
which form important plant ioodg appear to 
be formed in part by bacterial agency, and 
the decomposition of iron phosphaies and 
iron silicates seem also to be aided by bac 
terial action. As data about the germ life 
in the soil accumulates it becomes more ap- 
parent that the functions of bacteriaj life in 
the soil are not limited to the deomposi- 
tion of organic matter and the preparation 
of suitable forms of nitrogen for the uses of 
plants, but extend also to the preparacion of 
mineral food for plants. 


The Life of the Soil. 


The entire fertility of the soil is stated to 
be due to bacteria. The fact is now recog- 
t a sterile soil which is devoid of 
germ life is an infertile one. Two svils, for 
instance, may have the same chemica) com- 
position, yet one may be fertile and the 
other practically barren. The rational ex- 
planation seems to be that the one has

Bacteria that Feed Peas, Beans and- Clovers. 


These micro-organisms exist in groups and 
eclonies in the nodules which appear on the 
rootlets of the leguminosae How this group 
of bacteria fixes free nitrogen has had three 
alternative explanations given it. 

(1.) That under the conditions of sym- 
biosis (the living together of two different 
forms of life) that exist between the plant 
and the nodules the plant is able to fix the 
free nitrogen in the atmosphere by its 
leaves. | 

(2.) That the nodule micro-organisms get 
distributed in the soil and there fix the free 
nitrogen, the resulting nitrozenous com- 
pounds becoming available as a source of 
nitrogen to the roots of plants. 

(3.) That the nitrogen is fixed in the 
<«ourse of the development of the organisms 
within the nodules, and that the resulting 
m'tregemous compounds are absorbed and 
ctilised by the host. 

Most authorities acree that the ab-orption 
o! nitrogenous matter by the plant must be

‘The Deficiency of Chemica Analysis.

Tne mineral theory with its chemical re- 
lationships and reactions in the soil does 
not now offer the same satisfactory explana- 
tion of the various processes of cultivation 
as it once did, when it is eompared with 
what we know of the action of soi! bacieria. 
In fact actions that were formerly attributed 
to chemical processes are now acknowledged 
to be due to soil germs. For instance, the 
denitrification and liberation of be 


arable soils, now known to be due to:a 
group of micro-organisms, were for long fe- 
garded as purely chemical processes. Again, 
the action we know under the term of ni- 
trification was defined in 1846 as a purely 
chemical process of oxidation, and was re- 
garded as a purely chemical process till 1888, 
when it was definitely determined that it 
Was due to the action of living organisms. 
There can be little doubt that as our knowl- 
edge of the soil and its bacterial content in- 
creases our dependence on chemical theories 
will lessen.

The Curing or Ripening of Manures. 


Even now questions on manuring—a proc- 
ess which is usually regarded as an attempt 
to place plant food material within the reach 
of plants—can be answered differently than 
what they would have been a few years 
ago. For example, horse dung is “hot” ma- 
nure because it contains denitrifying or- 
ganisms in numerous armbers. If it be 
brought, especially when fresh, in contact 
with nitrates (nitrate of soda as a dressing, 


conditions are such that 


for instance) a loss of nitrogen will result, 
or the nitrates present in the soil will af- 


ford the special group of bacteria it contains 


an undesirable field of activity. Again, the 
ripening of stable or iarmyard manure is due 
to bacteria, and it is both an analytic! and 
a synthetical process. The fresh animal se 
cretions consist of highly complex com- 
pounds of nitrogen, and in the process of 
ripening through bacterial action they are de- 
composed and reduced to nitrates, ammonia, 
and even free nitrogen. Then a second proc- 
ess occurs, and, again through bacterial ac- 
tion, the results of this decomposition are 
built up into nitrates. 


Soil Building, a Bacterial Process. 


In fact the profitable cultivation of soil, 
according to the new soil science teaching, 
resolves itself into the proper handling of 
bacteria. These organisms have stocked the 
soil with plant food material in the first 
piace. They convert complex organic bodies 
in the soil and added manures into simple 
bodies, some of them becoming readily avail- 
able as plant foods, while others art .ost; 
and lastly, they are made to reclaim the 
lost nitrogen. The natural fertility, the ac- 
quired fertility, and the continu» fertility 
of soils arise from bacterial action and de 
pend on the cultivator’s control] of these or 
ganisms. It is not only in respect—to the 
preparation of plant food material that bac- 
teria play-a part, for even in the sprouting 
of seeds after they are sown in the soll bac- 
terial life has its influence. In fact the iand 
cultivator’s life from “year’s end to year’s 
end”. is one that is in most intimate associ- 
ation with bacteria. It has been well said 
that a successful farmer’s life largely re- 
solves itself into a skillful management of 
bacterial activity, and that the most success- 
ful farmer today, and we believe the most 
successful farmer of the future, is the one

Vital Questions in Soil Culture. | 


It must be borne in mind, even at the ex- 
pense of reiteration, that we have yet much 
to learn regarding the germ life that exists 
ta the soil, and many questions await a de‘- 
nite answer. Are soil bacteria the great 
preparers of food materia! for plants? With 
manures do we return plant food material 
to the soil, or simply food for soi] bacteria? 
Is cultivation of the soil in the first instance 
the growing, sowing and feeding of soil 
serms? Can manuring with chemical agenis 
be replaced by inoculating the soil with 
specific germs? The value of the bacterial 
point of view will have'’to be judged by the 
explanation it affords of the rationale of 
practical details, for instance how is it that 
gardeneis do not care to use fresh manvre? 
The old reply used to be because the nitrog- 
enous constituents in such a manure are not 
available for the use of plants, or that the 
chemical reaction which took place on de- 
composition were hurtful to the roots of 
Plants. Bacteriological science has shown 
that fresh farmyard manure abounds in de- 
nitrifying bacteria, and their introduction 


into soil rich in organic matter will there. 


fore do more harm than , unless the 
products in- 
volved can immediately be utilized. Again. 
the action of the nitrifying organisms has 
made clearer the theoretical explanation of 
Tuany questions connected with the ‘washing 
out of nitrates from fallows, the various 
Processes occurring in the upper soil as 
contrasted with subsoils, and the advantages 
of autumn and winter sowing.

Eustace Miles, former tennis champion of 
England, has written: “There has always 
been a tendency among Anglo-Saxon people 
to set up the mere athlete as the type of 
physical health, We do not consider the 


' mere athlete to be a really healthy man.” 


The quest for big muscles is usually ac- 

- companied by overeating. Most peopie eat 

two or three times as much as needed to re- 

fair waste. Then they take two or three 

times as much exercise as is necessary to 
work off surplus nourishment. 

If you eat only enough to restore waste, 
and to furnish so much of the heat and 
energy as is not stored up in sleep, you 
will need only a little regular daily exercise 
for perfect health. 

Do not think I underestimate the value of 
rational exercise. What I say is: Seek 
pure blood rather than big musclcs—health 
and endurance rather than great strength. 
, Exercising for expanding the chest, and 
making the spine supple, are much more 
important than swinging and pulling the 
agms, and developing the legs. Here is a 
simple exercise, recommended by G. Ander- 
son, M.D., of Yale University gymnasium, 


_ in the Healthy Home: . 


“Arch the chest fully, throw back the ab- 
domifia! walls and hold this position for a 
minute. This widens and deepens the 
thorax and strongly develops the abdominal 
walls. It also brings the diaphragm 
strongly into action.” 

If you have the stooping desk habit you 
will not find this exercise easy at first, but 
persevere. 

Legumes. 


The principal varieties of the pulse 


_ family, or legumes, are peas, beans and 
lentils, to which may be added peanuts, 


not a true nut. They are concentrated 
nourishment and rich in proteid, like cheese, 
facking the fat. The legumes contain— 
mainly in the hulls—a little xanthin, an 
equivalent of uric acid. They are also some- 
what hard of digestion. They are better 
hulled, and should be eaten with modera- 
tion. A diet consisting too largely of “fri- 


— joles” will produce severe gastric disturb- 


ances, especially among those who lead 
sedentary lives. Pythagoras, who was a 
vegetarian, forbade his followers to eat 
beans. Beans should be most thoroughly 
«cooked—first par-boiled, and then baked a 
long time in a close earthenware jar. For 
pork you may substitute olives or olive oil 
er other vegetable oil.

The lentil is 
the\“red_pottage” for which Esau sold his 
birthright to Jacob. Fifty years ago in 
Europe there was widely advertised a most 
nutritious food called “Revalenta Arabica.”

“Soak two cups of hulled beans over 
night, boil them until they are soft, then 
mash them and add two beaten eggs (te

Mumps. 

There has been a widespread epidemic of 
mumps, lately. Mumps is as contagious as 
colds—or toothache. 

In children, mumps disappears, under 
natural treatment, in less than a week. Rest 
in bed, no food whatever, a damp cloth un- 
der dry flannel, on the neck, and occasional 
gentie oiling, is all that is needed, 

Mumps sometimes affects adults, when 
the ailment lasts longer, and is more se- 
vere; because there is more impurity in the 
blood. Under maltreatment—drugging, etc. 
_—<the affection may extend to the ear, per- 
haps causing a chronic disease. 

I had mumps when I was 21, and ! se 
cluded myself, for a fellow is sensitive at 
that age, and mumps certainly doesn’t en- 
hance one’s personal charms.

USSIANS 
SILENCED. 


Troops are Landed 
Near Riga. * 
Most Striking Military Move 
in Months Made by the 
Eastern Teutons, 


But Winter may Delay Pro- 
posed March of Invader 
on Petrograd. 


(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE) 

ERMANY’S most striking mili- 

tary move since the attack 

which resulted in the capture 
of Riga was started Friday on this 
same Russian front, when German 
troops were landed at Oesel and Da- 
go islands, at the mouth of the Gulf 
of Riga, the Associated Press says 
in its review of the war dispatches. 

Heavy units of the main German 
battle fleet were brought up to as- 
sist in this operation, some of the 
dreadnaughts appearing off the coast 
and covering the landing with their 
guns, silencing the Russian shore 
batteries. The Russian. forces ham.- 
pered the process in every way pos- 
sible, but considerable numbers of 
a Germans appear to have ob- 
t#ined a footing on the northwestern 
coast of Ocesel Island and on the 
southern shores of Dago Island. On 
Ocesel Island, where the Russians 
have extensive aviation bases and 
other military establishments, the 
garrison engaged the invaders. 
Petrograd alludes to the German 

movement as a stubborn effort to 
clear the entrance of the Gulf. of 
Riga near the Courland mainland. 
Whether it is much more than this, 
possibly the forerunner of an am- 
bitious push for Petrograd along the/4 
railway line up the Gulf of Finland 
coast, can hardly be determined 
by the moves made so far. 


RUSSIAN WINTER. 


The imminence of the early Rus- 
sian winter season lends color to the 
assumption that even if the German 
high command is taki these steps 
as a preliminary to a ‘march on 
Petrograd, it will hardly essay the 
campaign this year. It is pointed 
out, however, that the demoralized 
state of the Russian armies might 
make the operation a. comparative- 
ly short and easy one now, in com- 
parison with the task a German 
army headed for Petrograd would 
have to face next spring, if the Rus- 
sian government's plans for a regen- 
eration of the army are carried 
through. 

The more conservative view 
seems to be that the German effort 
is aimed at gaining complete con- 
trol of the Gulf of Riga, so as to 
realize to the full the advantage 


of the city of Riga. In any event, 
however, the mcve marks a notable 
continuation of the German north- 
ward. creep along the Baltic Coast, 


This has given them, first of all, 
Courland, then a slice of Livonia 
and now has planted them in ‘an 


advantageous position off the coast 
ef Esthonia, where they will consti- 
tute a constant threat to the right 
flank of the whole Russian front, 
now somewhat loosely anchored on 
the shores of the Gulf of Riga, some 
distance to the southwest. 

The heavy rains tn Flanders have 
turned the plains into such a sea of 
that neither of the hdstile 
armies seems able tc move. Whether 
the weather and the condition of 
the ground were the sole reasons 
which impelled the Germans to re- 
frain from meeting the British ad- 
vance with speedy counter-attacks, 
however, is considered doubtful in 
view of the many corroborative re- 
perts ef the lowered = state of the 
German army morale. Field Marshal 
SHiaig. in any event, was left on the 
nicht of his advance in undisputed 
possession of the valuable ground 
won. which the German statement 
admits was three-quarters of a mile 
in depth at points.

TAFT WARNS. 


America Put on Guard Against Intrigue 
Originating in Berlin. |

It may be that they are 
able, under our careful guarding of 
individual rights of free speech, to 
escape penalties for what is in spir- 
it treason, but let us hope that they 
will remain embalmed forever in the 
amber of the just contempt of the 
American people. 

3 LA FOLLETTE..

GULF OF RIGA ISLANDS. 


Outflanking of Russian Line, Compelling 


4 Retreat on Wide Sections, Possible.

ONDON, Oct. 13.—The Germans 

have landed troops on the is- 

lands of Oesel and Dago, in the 
Gulf of Riga, according to a .Reu- 
ter dispatch from Petrograd. 


Ocesel and Dago islands are at the 
entrance to the Gulf of Riga and 
provide easy access to the mainland 
over small intermediate islands. 
They are off the coast of the Rus- 
sian province of Esthonia. Dago Is- 
land is about 200 miles from Petro- 
erad. Its position derives addition- 


. «f importance from the fact that it 


‘s almost at the mouth of the Gulf 
of Finland, at the head of which is 
Kronstadt, which defends Petrograd. 

Ocesel Island is- nearly 100 miles 
north of Riga, which the Germans 
oa'ptured recently. The landing of 
German troops in Esthonia would 
threaten the outflanking of the Rus- 
sian line and probably compel a re- 
treat on a wide section of the front 
if indeed it did not open the way to 
Petrograd itself. A railway line feol- 
lows the coast all the way from Hap- 
sal, opposite Dago Island, to Petro- 
grad. 

_Ocesel Island, the larger of the 
two, is forty-five miles long and has 
an area of 1010 square miles and 
a population of about 66,000. It 
has a difficult coast line In the form 
of precipitous limestone cliffs. 

PETROGRAD ADVICES. 
(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 

PETROGRAD, Oct. 13.—The Ger- 
mans landed detachments yesterday 
om the coast of the Gulf of Tagalah, 
en the north of Ocsel Island and 
near the village of Serro, on the 
southern part of Dago Island, the 
War Office announces. The Russian 
eoast batteries were silenced by Ger- 
man dreadnaughts. 

Thé Germans are working stub- 
borniy to clear the entrance to the 
Guilt of Riga, near Courland, says 
today’s official statement. The ac- 
tivities of the enemy = in landing 
forces were rendered difficult by 


barriers constructed by the Russians 
and by bad visibility. The garrison 
of Ocese!l Island is fighting German 
forces which landed there.. The 
statement says all measures have 
been taken against the invaders. 
The text reads: 
_ “Northern front: There were fusil- 
lades and reconnaissances, On the 
western and southwestern fronts 
the fighting was limited to fusil- 
lades. The gallant Col. Fastykov- 
sky, temporarily commanding an 
army corps, was wounded by a bul- 
let while inspecting the trenches. 
“On the Rumanian front there 
were fusillades. On the Caucasian 
front, In the region of Erzingan and 
Talkit, the Turks attempted to ap- 
proach our positions, but were re- 


pulsed. 

“In the Baltic, in the region of 
the Gulf of Riga, the enemy made 
several air raids. On Wednesday, 
nine enemy aircraft dropped twenty- 
three bombs in the region of Cere! 
on our transports. One transport 
Steamer was slightly damaged. One 


airman, by a dGaring attack, dis- 
persed the enemy machines and 
drove two of them into the sea. 

“Tne enemy is working stubborn- 
ly to clear the entrance to the Gulf 
of Riga near the Courland coast. 
Yesterday, under cover of praval 
forces several times superior to our 
defending detachments, the enemy 
landed detachments on the coaat of 
the Guif of Tagalab on the Island 
of Oesel. Another detachment was 
landed near the village of Serro, on 
the southern part of the island of 
Dago.

With half of the campaign 
gone, Treasury officials esti- 
mated tonight that not more 
than $600,000,000 had been gub- 
scribed and they considered this 
estimate liberal. It has become 
apparent to officials that a new 
tremendous impetus be 
given to the campaign if the 
subscription is to approach the 
$5,000,000,000 hoped for.

NEW FACTOR. 


A new factor, calculated to

Notwithstanding the splendid

_ most highly organized publicity 
campaign ever known in the | 
country, the daily average of 
subscriptions has fallen far be- 
low what officials had hoped for. 
The time has come, officials feel, 
when the people of the country 
must be made to realize in a 
manner that leaves no doubt, 
that they must subscribe with- 
out further delay to the full 
limit. of their means. 

From President Wilson down, 


officials are understood to be 
united in this belief. The cam- 
paign must be given new im- 
petus at once, it is felt, a steps 
to give the impetus will be taken 
without delay.

ALLIES MAY GET LITTLE 


OF THIS YEAR'S WHEAT. 


ASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—Of 
W this year’s wheat crop only 
77,696,000 bushels or 11.8 per 
cent. will be left for export to the 
Allies and neutrals, after the re- 
quirements of the United States are 
filled, unless Americans heed the call, 
of the food administration and cur- 
tail their consumption. 

Experts of the bureau of crop es- 
timates in calculating this year’s 
theoretical wheat surplus have 
placed the consumption at 10 per 
cent. less than the normal of 6.3 
bushels, as this year’s conditions re- 


isemble those of 1916 when the ap-. 
‘parent per capita consumption ‘was 


about 4.75 bushels. For the esti- 
mated population of the country— 
108,635,000 - people—the § require- 
ment on that basis is .494,830,000 
bushels. Seed requirements they 


‘estimate at 87,271,000 bushels. 


This year’s wheat crop, from the 
preliminary estimates, is 659,707,000 
bushels, and the total requirements

countries will have a deficiency of 
more than .400,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, basing their estimate on nor- 
mal requirements. They are iso- 
lated from those markets other than 
Canada and the United States, on 
\which they were accustomed to 
rely before the war. The Russian 
supply cannot be got out and the 
Bulgarian and Rumanian supplies 
are in the hands of the Teutons. 
Although Great Britain, France 
and Italy are vigorously administer- 
ing and economizing their food, the 
situation in wheat, accordin o the 
food administration, is one of great 
difficulty and concern. Canada, fig- 
ures available here show, will have 
a possible surplus of 120,000,000 
bushels of wheat and that added to 
the surplus of the United States will 
make less than 200,000,000 bushels.

HIGHER FREIGHT TARIFFS 
SOUGHT BY RAILROADS. 


Carriers Protest They Can No Longer 


Oct. 13.—East- 
W etn railroads have asked the 
Interstate Commerce Com- 


mission for a conference to discuss 
“rates not favorably acted upon in 
the recent decision on the 15 per 
cent. advance rate case.””" The com- 
mission has designated next Wednes- 
day as the time of the conference. 

The railroad executives asked for 
“a short informal conference.” The 
commission replied that they could 
present their statement at a public 
session. The conference, it is 
thought, will be preliminary to ac- 
tion looking toward financial relief 
of the roads in some way. 

The wording of the railroad ex- 
ecutives’ request for a conference in- 


dicates that they will ask for a fur- 
ther increase in rates on specific 
commodities. No statement of a 
definite proposal is contained in the 
request. 

Following is the text of the rail- 
road executives’ letter sent from 
New York yesterday and made pub- 
lic by the commission today: 

“The trunk line traffic executives, 
after a discussion today, desired me 
to try to arrange for a short, in- 
formal conference with the commis- 
sion next Wednesday or Thursday 
(Wednesday preferred) to talk over 
the rates on traffic not favorably 
acted upon in the recent decision 
of the 15 per cent. advance rate 
case, some of which are now cov- 
ered by suspended tariffs and hear- 
ings arranged for, others covered by 
tariffs which carriers canceled at the 
suggestion of the commission, and 
possibly other matters germane to 
securing all the results originally 
asked for. - 

“The thought arises from the car- 
riers’ keen neceseities as shown by 
the results since the case was pre- 
sented and was encouraged by the 
language of the commission to am- 
plifying its order if the necessity be- 
came apparent. 

“If a few of us could have the 
privilege of such a conference on 
next Wednesday it is thought it 
would be of great assistance at the 
present time in reaching a prompt 
conclusion as to future action.” 

To this letter the commission re- 
plied as follows: 

“Pursuant to your request by let- 
ter dated yesterday, the. matters 
there referred to may be presented

In denying the railroads’ petition 
for a general 15 per cent. raise in 
rates, the commissicn last June dis- 
missed the. proceedings without 
prejudice to their renewal at any 
time the necessity for any advance, 
or for any advance in rates could be 
shown.

and congestion of last winter,. ad- 
vances in class rates which the rail- 
roads estimate approximate 5 per 
cent. 

Since the commission's dismissal 
of the 15 per cent. case, statistics 
compiled by the commission show 
that the railroads have fully recov- 
ered from their setback of last win- 
ter due to the car shortage and 
congestion. However, another dif- 
ficulty has arisen ix rapidly mount- 
ing operating expenses. 

Supplies of every sort have risen, 
the roads’ executives assert, in 
some cases more than 25 per cent., 
within the last few months. Labor 
is demanding wages never paid be- 
fore, it is claimed, with further in- 
creases in prospect. These have to 
be met, it is said, unless the roads 
are to lose valuable men who are 
offered more in other trades. 

A resume for August of railroad 
operations for the entire country 
made public today by the commis- 
sion, with all roads reporting ex- 
cept eight, shows that gross operat- 
ing receipts increased nearly $37,- 
000,000 over August, 1916, but that 
net revenue from operations, de- 
spite this heavy increase—about 12 
per cent.—fell more than $4,000,000 
below the figures of a year ago. 
While gross revenues touched the 
highest level ever recorded in any 
August, expenses increased $41,- 
600,000 and net wee per mile 
fell off from $528 to $507 

Eastern and western roads were 
especially hard hit, the compilation 
shows. Gross revenues of the for- 
mer, $19,000,000 more than a year 
ago, touched $160,000,000, but ex- 
penses more than kept pace with 
the increased receipts and net reve- 
nue fell approximately $2,500,000 
under those of August, 1916. West- 
ern roads showed a $10,000,000 in- 
crease in receipts and a $12,000,000 
increase in expenses, while southern 
roads made, net, nearly $1,000,000

CREAMERY COMPANY SAYS 
MARGINS ARE NARROW. 


Manager of Darge Docal Concern 
Makes Report to Government as 
to the Business Conditions that 
Keep Payments to the Farmer 
Down, 


In conjunction with the wide 
Spread food investigation the gov- 
ernment has requested that all milk 
distributors throughout the country 
submit a *report on the cost of 
handling and distributing milk. The 
following figures have been taken. 
from data which is now being pre- 
pared by the Los Angeles Creamery 
Co, 

This company reports that they 
are now paying the producers 6.4 
cents a quart for milk. The factory 


costs oof Pasteurizing, bottling, 


etc., amounts to 2.1 cents. The de- 
livery cost, which includes the up- 
keep of horses and wagons, and the 
drivers salary—comes to 2.9 cents. 
This makes the total cost of a de- 
livered quart of milk 11.4 cents for 
which the company receives 12 
cents. The profit of the company is 
therefore 6 mills or a little over % 
cent on each quart, according to 
Rodney Gilliam, advertising man- 
ager. 

“From the above figures it Is ob- 
vious that no considerable reduction 
in the price of milk to the con- 
sumér would follow from eliminat- 
ing the milk companies,”’ said Mr. 
Gilliam. “Doing business on a large 
scale they do it on a narrow mar- 
gin. 

“Nor is it possible to reduce the 
price paid the farmer. To produce 
a quart of standard milk, In view of 
the present sky-high prices of feed 
and labor, is well worth the $3 per 
100 pounds that they are now recelv- 
ine. Indeed there is a likelihood, 
arising almost to a certainty, that 
the milk producers must be paid 
more than this if the present sup- 
ply is to be maintained. 

“At present prices the farmers 
claim that they cannot sell their 
raw milk and make expenses. Driven 
to desperation by the rising cost of 
feed and labor, many of them are 
selling fine milk cows to the butcher. 
From reports of dairymen’s asso- 
ciations, the Department of Agricul- 
ture is convinced that more than 10 
per cent. of milk cows have been 
siaughtered during the past Year. 
The dairymen cannot be blamed 
for this, with all feeds practically 
douDled tn price and farm labor hard 
to get at any figure they cannot keep 
up with the game.

O NE hundred and twenty-five

The men have 
admitted they have no grievance 
against their employers on the point | 
of wages or their treatment as work- 
men, but they strike because these 
employers stand for ~~ open-shop 
policy and will not in any manner 
recognize the union. —_ 


Unless these men see the light 


and return to ask for re-employment 
the first of the week, they will be 
seeking other jobs, for the roofing 
concerns have announced their firm 
determination of sticking ‘by the 
open-shop principle, and yesterday 
began immediately to reorganize 
their working forces. They were so 
successful that the Weaver Roofing 
Company had twenty men at work, 
and it was confidently expected that 


by tomorrow at least half of the nor« 
mal roofing forces will be on the 


various jobs now on, while the other 
Places will be filled very soon. Last 
night the Pioneer Roofing Company 
sent out forces to out-of-town jobs 
where the men had struck. 


At Ban Bernardino the union

FFICER AT PRAYER, 
IS VICTIM OF TURK. 


SHOT DEAD FOR HIS FAILURE 
TO SALUTE LEADER,

CAIRO, Atig. 28.—One of the rea- 
sons for the revolt of the Arab tribes 
in Asiatic Turkey against Turkish 
rule was the conduct of Abdul Ka- 
der, a Turkish officer of the Arabian 
forces attached to the Turkish army, 
whose cruelty toward the Arabs 
made his name as widely known and 


chiefs in the colonial days in Amer- 
ice. El Kowkab, an Arabian news- 
paper published here, gives as an 
instance of his manner toward his 


Arab soldiers, the follewing: 
“At 7 o'clock one morning Abdu) 
Kader was prowling about the camp 
when he came upon an Arab officer, 
a first lieutenant named Mustapha 
Effendi, at morning prayer. He 
passed in front of him, and as he did 
not receive the military salute he 
stopped and poured out a volume of 
curses and shameful abuse. In his 
terror the officer interrupted his 
2 tt turned to the commander and 
said: 

“*Your excellency, I was at pray- 
er, and that was the reason why I 
failed to salute you.’ 
“Abdul Kader foamed with rage 
and said, ‘You, do you love God”’ 
The Arab answered, ‘Yes, sir, I love 
and worship God, and I must do my 
devotion to him as I do my military 
duties.’ 

“Abdul retorted, ‘Since you love 
God so much, I am quite ready. to 
send you off to him,’ and drawing his 
revolver he fired three shots, killing 
him on the spot. So he died, a 
martyr to his devotion to the faith, 
in a camp of the Turks, who profess 
to be engaged in a holy war.” 


WOMEN MOVE FREIGHT. 


Members of “Gentler Sex” Bear 


Brunt of Burden in Moving 
Russian War Supplies. 


P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 
TSURUGA (Japan) Aug. 28.— 


Strong-bodied coolie women are car- 
rying the burden of keeping Rus- 
sia supplied with products of the 
United States and Canada. 

At the docks here, the principal 
port of exchange between Japan and 
Russia, ®nd the half-way point be- 
tween America and Petrograd, 
thousands of tons of freight are 
moved by the women every time a 
ship docks. 

They smoke cigarettes and sing as 
they work. Hare-legged, with short 
skirts, they wrestle with huge boxes 
and packages that would seem cer- 
tain to bear them down. 

Many of the supplies for Russia's 
armies pass through this port, and 
the women dock laborers add one 
more picturesque touch to the nat- 
ural scenic beauty of the harbor of 
Tsuruga. 

Now that the Russian frontier is 
open and the day of the dread of 
Siberia passed, exiles by the thou- 
sands are returning home to Russia. 
Many of them pass through this 
port. Thev are of all classes, all 
types. and maintain in Tsuruga a 
chatter so completely Russian that 
the Japanese merchants now print 
their signs in duplicate, Russian and 
Japanese.

ALIGHT AMONG THE GERMANS 
WHEN PLANE DROPS. 


Make Maps While in Hiding, 
Swim Back to Their Own Lines 
Under Fire and Soon After- 
wards See Enemies Blown up 
by Ally Gunes, 


{[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 
LONDON, Sept. 20.—‘Two of our 


fellows had rather a startling ad- 


venture the other day,” said’ a 
wounded British airplane pliot. 
“They left the airdrome for a pa- 
trol stunt over the Boche lines. They 
saw something doing in the rear 
of the Hun lines and flew down to 
have a*closer look, and they came 
under the fire of some ‘archies.’ Of 
course, they paid little attention to 
the fire until a direct hit smashed 
the engine, and the pilot had bare- 
ly time to turn the ‘bus’ for home 


‘when most of the engine fell tlear. 


He didn't lose control, but planed 
down as much in the direction of 
the British line as he could. They 
came to earth with a bit of a crash 
inside the Boche lines, but neither 
the pilot nor hig observer was hurt. 
They nipped out of the ruined ‘bus’ 
pretty quick and started running In 
the direction of the British trenches. 
“There didn't seem to be any 


| Boches about where they came 


down and after running for some 
time they dropped to have a breath- 
er. While they lay on the ground 
out of breath, they spotted a sort 
of erection affair, covered with 
camouflage. They crept up closer 
and got near enough to hear the 
Boches talking, but not near enough 
to be spotted. It was a gun pit and 
a jolly big one, at that, so they 
squatted there and made a sketch 
map of it, with a bearing or two to 
get the proper range.

flour had increased, but in that they in-. 


creased it in conformity with a private 
agreement among themselves. 
Dist.-Atty. Woolwine asserts that the 


‘Conviction of the master bakers will con- 


stitute a warning to food speculators and 
will tend to limit the cost of necessities. 
If this result should be attained an excel- 
lent purpose will have been served by the 
Prosecution of the so-called baking trust. 
But we take no stock in this idea. Producers 
can be prosecuted, but cannot be forced to 
sell for 10 cents what costs them 12 cents 
~—-to sell for one dollar what costs them 
two. They will go out of business first. 
As to bread prices, the situation of the 
public is similar to that in which it found 
itself after the government had ordered 
the dissolution of the Standard Oj! trust. 
The different companies simply increased 
the price of oil and gasoline enough to pay 
for the increased overhead expense and for 
the costs of the suit. The government was 
powerless to interfere. : 


While the bakers have been convieted of | 


unlawful combination in restraint of trade, 
they are free to sell their bread individ- 
ually at whatever price they see fit. The 
Cartwright law, under which they were 
convicted, limits combinations, but cannot 
limit prices. It cannot make water run 
uphill. In their defense the bakers allege 
that the increased cost in the price of flour 
necessitated a corresponding increase in 
the price of the products of flour. They 
met and talked the situation over and 
reached an informal agreement to raise the 
price of a loaf of bread in order to meet 
the increased cost of production. 

During the trial it developed that some 
of the baking companies realized a hand- 
some profit because they had a large stock 
of flour on hand when the advance began. 
But these firms assert that they were en- 
titled to that profit, because they stood to 
take a heavy loss if peace should be de- 


| clared and export condfions again should 


become normal. : 
Nothing has been adduced to indicate 
that the prosecution of the bakers will re- 
duce the price of bread. The only way in 
which this reduction can be accomplished 
is to increase the production of wheat. 


Food Director Hoover may fix a maximum 


price for bread; but his decree will not 
cheapen the cost 6f production, and as long 
as the price of flour continues to advance 
that of bread must follow. Neither’ Dist.- 
Atty. Woolwine nor Natidnal Food Director 
Hoover can compel the ‘bakers to sell for 


10 cents a loaf of bread that contains a | 


quantity of flour costing 11 cents wholesale. 
_ The cost of production of all the necesst- 
ties of life has been increased by “the ab- 
normal conditions attendant upon our par- 
ticipation in the -world war. There has 
been a heavy reduction in man power avail- 
able for agricultural pursuits, and vast 
areas that supported millions of people 
have been devastated by war and are now 
nonproductive. Such a decrease in the sup- 
ply without a corresponding lessening in 
the demand is certain to increase prices. 
The combined governments of the earth 
are not strong enough to repeal arbitrarily 
the law of supply and demand. 
Governmental! interference in the produc- 
tion of coal reduced the price during the 
first few weeks; but disturbing reports 
now emanate from the coal fields that the 
‘production has been materially lessened 
and that the increase in wages demanded 
by the miners is likely to force a number 
of the smaller operators to close their 
mines. If the production of coal is lessened 
materially a coal famine is certain to fol- 


low, wilich will make it impossible te se- 


tive of price. 

Captious prosecutions will not 
better existing conditions at this 
time. The bakerg niay te forced to 
cool their ovens, but they cannot 
be forced to sell ‘their merchandise 
for less than cost. Until some 
cheap substitute: for wheat is dis- 
covered, the ‘price of bread will 
fluctuate with that of flour. Even 
the power of the Pharaohs was un- 
equal to thé task of forcing the 
Egyptians to continue indefinitely 
making bricks without straw. The 
Times has no plan to offer for re- 
ducing the price of necessities un- 
der present conditions; but we will 
venture to prophesy that they will 
not be reduced by harassing and 
lessening the number of producers. 
The price of bread. will not be re- 
duced by closing bakeries or put- 
ting bakers in jail. No Cartwright 
law can supersede the law of cause 
and effect.

The 140 licenses for liquor in 
hotels and restaurants are not just 
at present “before the meeting.” 

These 200 saloons pay the city a 
license of $175 a month each. That 
is $350,000 a year. We can get along 


without that—If we elect City Coun- } 


cils that can tax an équal revenue 
out of automobiles, drygoods stores, 
churches, transit—and not spend 
the money like a drunken sailor. 
But if any dollar of the millions 
poured into the City Hall in these 
past years 
“tainted”—or if any dollar remains 
unspent in the city treasury—lI’d 
like the data. 

Broadly speaking, these 200 Los 
Angeles saloons are of two classes; 
about 150 Poor Men's saloons and 
fifty High Brow. On Main and 
easterly streets rents are -$200 to 
$300 a month; on Spring and other 
Proper streets, $300 to $500. The 


‘| average is fully $350 for rent. For 


three barkeepers each at $4 per day 
(and this is about the same in the 
Swell and the Pop saloons) you get 
another $360 per month per saloon. 
Then you have other “help,” insur- 
ance, taxes, and the interest on the 
investment. 
street saloon calls for $25,000 to 
$40,000. 

A Main-street salgon for working 
men has to take im $150 gross a 
day, or go to the wall. That means 
at least 2000 (two thousand) pa- 
trons a day; 90 per cert. of the 
drinks being beer or California wine 
at 5 cents‘a drink. The average is 
less than two drinks per patron. 

Here are*the Poor Man saloons— 
150 saloons with 2000 patréms a day 
apiece. You probably remember 
your 8th-grade arithmetic. 

‘She High-Brow~ saloons, patron- 
ized by salaried and .professional 


men, can get along with 25 per cent. 


fewer customers, as the average price 
of their drinks is nearly 10 cents in- 
stead of hardly 6. So these fifty 
Mahogany saloons affect only about 
1500 persons each—and we need not 


worry about these patrons quite so 


much for they can purchase Con- 
solation (though not Sociability) in 
the Original Package. Their fate is 
not acute.. They can talk and drink 
in their Clubs—till these also shall 
be Iowayed. I am not now bothered 
about them. 
But, before God, I am really con- 
cerned about the .quarter of a 
million men—of whom at least 80 
per cent. are straight working men; 
each of them worth, in the sight of 
God, at least as much as a Phari- 
see—who support their 150 saloons 
BECAUSE.

COAST NAVAL OFFICERS 
"MAY BE ORDERED EAST. 


S THE result of the detachment 
A of a number of officers of the 
naval training station in the 
outer harbor during the past week 
and the departure of new ensigns 
for the East Coast to enter the An- 
napolis Naval Academy there has 
been quite a flurry in naval circles. 
While the publication of the move- 
ments of naval vessels is no longer 
permissible it is an open secret that 
a number of the wives and families 
of naval officers who have been liv- 
ing at San Pedro expect to go to the 
Atlantic Coast within a few days on 
account of the transfer of men who 
do not expect to see service on the 
Pacific for the remaining period of 
the war. 
There are ninety of the men at the 
naval training station who have 
passed the examinations for ensign 
successfully. These, are being called 
into active service or sent as stu- 
dents to the Naval Academy as fast 
as possible. 
Besides the men sent away it is 
expected that San Pedro trained men 


will be among the first to man some 
of the new boats of the submarine 
chaser type. As all of the available 
ships in the navy are working it will 
be necessary to depend upon men at 
the naval training stations to fur- 
nish crews for the new boats. 

The delay in finishing submarines 
is said to be due to the desire to 
rush construction on the fast inter- 
nal combustion engines needed for 
the chasers. Work on the engines 
has opened up a new branch of serv- 
ice to be supplied from the naval 
training station. It is understood 
that ten men are to be chosen at 
once for an intensive course in gas 
and oil engine handling. These men 
will probably be sent to Columbia 
University for their training, after 
which they will be assigned to serv- 
ice upon the fast patrol boats. 

In spite of the activity at the naval 
training station and the submarine 
base, however, the men are living 
much as they did in times of peace. 
Some of the men at the submarine 
base have even found time to start a 
newspaper. “The Chaser” made its 
appearance this week. It is a bright 
little magazine filled with gossip and 
patriotic articles. A printing plant 
has been installed.

The steam plants the corporation 
ewns are the hig plants at Redondo, 
Beach and Long’ Beach, the plants in 
Los Angeles, Santa barbara, Ventura, 
Tulare and Visalia. Of the 298,270 
horse power generated, 141,770 
horse power is steam plant power, 
and 156,500 water power. 

Big Creek, which teeds Huntington 
Lake, is being improved by means 
of three great dams which will raise 
the lake thirty-one feet and increase 
the amount of water impounded 73 
per cent. The new lake will con- 
tain 90,200 acre feet. 

The system is now divided into 
seventeen districts, namely, Pasa- 
dena, Monrovia, Alhambra, Pomona, 
San Bernardino, Redlands, Whittier, 
Santa Ana, Long Beach, San Pedro, 
Redondo Beach, Venice, Santa Mon- 
ica and Lancaster. 

The city of Los Angeles has an 
option to buy the Edison system in- 
side the city at its physical valua- 
tion. While the charter is in process 
of being amended, the Edison sys-| 
tem within the city is being oper- 
ated by a joint committee of the 
Edison company and the city. 

In Pasadena 'the Edison is offer- 
ing to sell its distributing system for 
$500,000. This is the physical valua- 
tion less depreciation. The condition 
is that the city of Pasadena will 
buy its power at wholesale from the 
Edison company, which permits the 
Pasadena steam plant, owned by 
Pasadena, to be held for emergency 
purposes only. 

he Edison company is acting as 
agent for the city of Los Angeles in 
the distribution of the city aqueduct 
power. If the city takes over the Edi- 
son system, under the option, it will 
purchase what power it needs in ex- 
cess of that which the aqueduct de- 
velops from the Edison company: 

With progress as its watchword, 
the Edison company will be run on 
a co-operative basis. The people of 
Southern California may have an in- 
terest fn the giant corporation by a 
profit-sharing plan. This may be 
done either by buying stock on a 
cash basis of $89, or a monthly pay- 
ment of $5 a share at $90. The 
stock pays 7 per cent. Interest. This, 
as along other lines, lends to effi- 
ciency. 

Through the development work at 
Big Creek, the Edison will save by 
the use of water, rather than oll at 
$1.40 a barrel, $1,000,000, the value 
gf 600,000 barrels of oil. This is look- 
‘Ing toward the future, when the oil 
fields will ultimately be exhausted, 
the timber in the mountains all cut 
and coal and natural gas gone. When 
that time combs hydraulic power will 
be king of the operating field.

WOULD PREVENT 
CAR SHORTAGE. 


Railroad Commission Issues 
Traffic Hints. 


Peak of Demand is Expected 
to Come in November. 


Troop Trains, Crops Make 
Rolling Stock Scarce. 


Urging shipper@ and receivers of 
freight in California to use extraor- 
dinary care in handling carioad 
shipments during the war emer- 
gency, the State Railroad Commis- 
sion has sent the following notice 
throughout the State: 

“Preferential handling of troop 
trains and supplies is required by 
the Federal government for its own 
purposes and for the needs of the 
Aliles and the normal! business of the 
earriers must therefdre be served 
after the requirements of the gov- 
erhment have been cared for. 

“The present season is one of un- 
precedented crop movement and the 
earnest efforts of all must be di- 
rected toward the prompt handling 
of the available car supply if the 
necessity for placing embargoes 
against certain classes of commodi- 
ties “is to be avoided. 

“Notwithstanding the increase in 
traffic by reason of the large crops 
and the requirements of the Fed- 
eral government, it is the opinion 
of the Railroad Commission that a 
conservation of cars equivalent to 
the increased tififfic can be ob- 
tained by sincere and unselfish co- 
operation during the present emer- 
The peak of the car de- 
mand may be expected in the month 
of November and the maximum co- 
operation of the carriers and the 
shippers and receivers of freight will 
greatly relieve the present situation 
and prevent conditions becoming 
acute with the possibility of em- 
bargoes on any specific commodity.. 

“Transportation lines should ex- 
pedite the movement of all carioad 
shipments, should move empty cars 
to loading points without delay and 
should give preferred attention to 
the repair of all bad order cars 
that same may be restored to serv- 
ice with the minimum of delay. Aft- 
er government requirements under 
preferential orders will have been 
satisfied and orders for cars for the 
movement of perishable products, 
the remaining supply of ‘cars should 
be equitably distributed to shippers 
in accordance with the sequence in 
which car orders have been placed. 
In no, other manner can discrimi- 
nation be.eliminated as between 
shippers, and it is recommended that 
this method be strictly adhered to 
by all transportation companies in 
the distribution of equipment in re- 
sponse to shippers’ orders. 

“Shippers n or- 
ders for cars with the agént of 
the railroad at the point of loading, 
specifying the commodity, number 
‘and kind of cars, the date same are 
required and the destination of the 
shipment. Cars should be loaded 
promptly and to full capacity with 
weight of 10 per cent. in excess of 
the marked capacity of car or 
where the wéight of the <émmodity 
will not equal the marked ‘capacity 
of the car, shippers should load to 
the full cubic capacity. The avail- 
able supply of cars will be increased 
if all cars are loaded to maximum 
capacity irrespective of carload mini- 
mum weights, as specified by pub- 
lished tariffs of carriers. When cars 
are loaded furnish shipping instruc- 
tions promptly to the raflroad agent. 
Avoid diversion of cars In ~~ transit 
and if such diversion is absolutely 
necessary have instructions placed 
with transportation companies in 
ample time to permit diversions to 
be accomplished. without delay to 
equipment en route. 

“Recéivers of freight should unload 
all cars promptly and during the 
present emergency should disregard 
thé free time allowed under demur-. 
rage regulations. Prompt notice 
should be given agents as to the 
tracks upon which carload  ship- 
ments are to be placed on arrival, 
and immediate notice should be 
given when cars are made empty. 
that they may be assigned for the 
use of other shippers. Do not use 
ears for storage, even if demurrage 
is to be paid. Reduce, all possible 
the delay in handling cars at ter- 
minals Reason of fight draft 
against bill of lading shipments. 
When bills of lading are not pre- 
sented promptly cars require plac- 
ing on hold tracks and additional 
switching and delay in placing at the 
point of unloading.”

‘THE THIRTEENTH CHAIR” 


MYSTERY PLAY. 


BY PAUL HUBERT CONLON, 


7S “THE THIRTEENTH CHAIR,” 
Bayard Veiller’s melodrama of 
mystery, a distinctly new contri- 
bution to the art of playwriting? In 
New York, where the play ran con- 
tinuously for a year, critical opinions 
are equally divided. It will be inter- 
esting to follow the local discussion 
which will surely ensue upon the 
presentation of this much-heralded 
play at the Mason, October 29. 

To describe it best, one speaks of 
“The Thirteenth Chair” as. a mys- 
tery play, and yet, it is a mystéry in. 
which the audience has a part quite 
as much as does the police inspector 


who is called on to solve it. For the 
benefit of those who have not already 


seon the play somewhere back 
East, twelve people, all well bred 
and possessed of than the av- 


erage amount of worldly goods, 
gather together to spend an evening 
in the home of one of their num- 
ber. As a rather unusual bit of en- 
tertainment, the services of a well- 
known medium are enlisted and a 
spiritualistic seance is given. 

Thirteen people sit -in a circle 
with their hands clasped together. 
So there may be no suggestion of 
trickery, the doors and windows are 
locked. Then, while the lights in 
the room are extinguished, one of 
the thirteen is murdered. Who com- 
mitted’ the erime? Who killed Ed- 
ward Wales? The solution to that 
question forms the basis for the rest 
of the play. 

Assuredly this is a mystery play, 
yet at no time is the audience fooled, 
for, as the police inspector goes 
ahead untangling the mystery, he 
takes his audience with him. In 
fact, at the very beginning of the 
second act, which witnesses the ar- 
rival of the police on the scene of 


‘larger cities of the 


the murder, the audience is, for the 
time, far better informed of the 


~ 


events that have gone before than 
is the inspector. The final solution of 
the story ig no more of a surprise 
to the audience than it is to the of- 
ficer, and the audience has been 
tooled no more than he has. , 

To say that an admitted work of 
fiction is too improbable; that it 
taxes the credulity; that it stretches 
the truth, is a criticism often made 
whether the work under review is a 
play or a book. While the charge is 
often well laid, it is also the fact 
quite as often that a little investiga- 
tion reveals the fiction story as fail- 
Ing even to match a similar incident 
which. happened in truth. 

When “The Thirteenth Chair’ was 
produced in New York, there were 
those who, admitting the tenseness 
of the story and the thrilling nature 
of its climax, charged that it was to» 
improbable. As a matter of fact, the 
main features of the play happened 
in real life, and all came under the 

rsonal notice of Bayard Velller, 

e author. 

HIS EXPERIENCE. 

In his younger days Mr. Veiller 
was a working \newspaper man of 
several years’ experience both in 
New York and in several of the 
West. While 
working as a police reporter he won 
much praise for his uncanny skill 
in uncovering clews that eventually 
led to the solving of several murder 
mysteries. Incidentally, he kept a 
book into which went notes on all the 
most interesting cases, and out of 
which came some of the exciting In- 
cidents of “The Thirteenth Chair.” 

For example: Back in the early 
nineties ttle was in a turmoj) for 
days ov the murder of a promi- 
nent politician, It was the custom of 
the man, whenever engaged in pro- 
moting particularly important legis-

tective to unravel.

Sapirstein Carries Two Pianos. 

When David Sapirstein, the emi- 
nent pianist, went on tour of the 
Orpheum circuit he carried with him 
the bulkiest “personal baggage’ of 
any acter on the stage. Mr. Sapir- 
stein is escorted by two concert 
grand pianos, each weighing approxi- 
mately one and a half tons. 

Mr. n is probably the only 
artist In vaudeville who has ever 
attempted the troublesome and 
own 
Pianos from city to city. He is a 
great believer, however, in his own 
particular instruments; so, in disre- 
gard of trouble and expense, the big 
“baby” grands he invariably uses 
are crated up every week and travel 
everywhere he does. 

Of course, the two are not sent to 
the same places. By a system of 
overlapping, the one piano is always 
traveling one week ahead of the 
other, so that there ts little proba- 
bility of Mr. Sapirstein’s being left 
without a proper instrument. Prior 
to his Orpheum tour he used to 
make his trips with only one piano, 
but he found that the need of quick 
shipment would not permit proper 
boxing and crating, and this year, 
rather than run the risks of playing 
on an instrument not primed to per- 
fection, he is employing the double 
safeguard.

burden of rehabilitating the discarded Deity 
to the certain aggrandizement of the more 
active member of the &rm. If that be Dias- 
phemy, let Mr. Wells answer for it. 

In “Mr. Britling Sees It Through,” Mr. 
Wells stumbled upon God. His surprise was 
almost inarticulate. (See the stuttering 
paragraphs dwindling away into dots at the 
close of the book.) But the inveterate Well- 
sians set to clapperclawing over the spiritual 
quality; and Mr. Wells, with his ear to the 
ground, came back with a pseudo-theological 
book called “God the Invisible King,” con- 
taining for the most part Wellsian adapta- 
tions of William James. Now crowding his 
market he has thrown out another novel, 
“The Soul of a Bishop” (The Macmillan 


Company.) Say what one pleases about “Mr. 


Britling Sees It Through,” it was neverthe- 
less carefully built, painstakingly put to- 
*eether. Mr, Wells tried and tried hard. But 
“The Soul of a Bishop” is jerry-built, 


- gcamped, a potboiler, and nobody knows it |. 


better than the same Herbert George Wells. 

Our opinion of Mr. Wells is so uniformly 
disrespectful that his neophytes have rood 
reason for not expecting what they call jus- 
tice from us. As a writer of imaginative ad- 
ventures he is just about,as good as any- 

body; but as a sociological] novelist he is a 
humbug; and as a theological novelist he is 
an out-and-out fraud. “The Soul of a Bishop” 
—it has not even dignity nor an attempt at 
dignity; it has only in parts that elephan- 
tine manner of word pyramiding that passes 
with Mr. Wells for dignity. 

The book opens with the Bishop dreaming 
about the Nicene Creed (pertaining to which 
Mr. Wells has lately been perusing encyclo- 
pedias.) That is no doubt to give it an eru- 
dite tone. The Bishop’s nerves are upset. 
He wants a smoke—just one little ciga- 
rette. He sneaked one once upon a time 

and retreated to a garden; but a small boy 
caught him. ~Since then the Bishop has been 
afraid to yield to the seductive nicotine. He 
goes to London to a specialist hoping that 
he will be told to smoke, The doctor gives 
him dope; and the Bishop has a vision. 
“Angels talk to him. He later goes back, and 

- gets another “shot;” and another vision— 
‘one that causes him to say heretical things 
in church—overtakes him. He leaves the 
church, convinced that God doesn’t need 
priests. He lets hig daughter have the latch 
key so she can go out at night with a young 
soldier recently met: conventions have 
fallen from him. 

Just when he is down and out, but serene- 
ly happy in his abnegation of the flesh pots 
and clerical pomp, Lady Sunderland—a 
baby-talk lady—who, apparently, loves the 
Rishop in more than a spiritual fashion, of- 
fers to build him an immense church, a 
cathedral,- to attract crowds so he, can 
preach his new religion. 

At this crucial and dramatic point Mr. 
Wells indulges his vulgar humor, thusly:

Mr. Wells uses “The Soul of a Bishop” 
to puff his previous book, “God the Invisi- 
ble King,” the shavings from which have 
been carefully collected to upholster this. 

The ridiculous feature of all the wordy 
pros and cons about Mr. Wells and his 
God is this: As a theologian he is not en- 
titled to respect, and gets it only through 
his prominence as a novelist. If anyone 
else had advanced the same conception (its 
essential features have been advanced be- 
fore,} an unknown professor, or an un- 
frocked priest, it would have been passed 
over in silence. But Mr. Wells being a 

 movelist, due to England’s present impov- 
erishment. he is sometimes called the 
greatest, his theology at once attracted at- 
| tention; and only because it is a banal 
conception, a thing—like all of Wells's con- 
ceptions—that. may be “glimpsed at a 


glance,” it is greatly wrangled over by

those who do not care to study James or

From no writer of his preténses at se 
riousness, has all reference to and com- 
ment on God been so absent.

“The Coming” (D. Appleton & Co.) pre 
sents with extreme seriousness of purpose, 
strained effort at dignity and wholly unin- 
spired spirituality a rather ambiguous story 
that seems tentatively to suggest that John 
Smith, the village slacker and half-wit, is 
the Christ returned to save a war-worn 
world. Mr. Snaith carefully refrains from 
committing his text to any such assertion, 
but he as cazcfully suggests it at every 
favorable angle; and if that is not precise- 
ly what he had in mind and wished to con- 
vey, his title—“The Coming”—has a sig- 
nificance that is unrevealed. 

When the Vicar of Penfold, “a hamlet on 
the borders of Sussex and Kent,” learns 
that John Smith has kissed the white feath- 
er given him as a rebuke for being a slack- 
er and quoted scripture, too; he’ declares 
it is blasphemy. Added to this and pre- 


vious annoyances is the knowledge that 
many people impute to Smith a miraculous 


power of healing. The vicar, almost ob 
sessed with a self-conscious righteousness 
in ridding the community of the heretic, 
sets about having Smith confined in an 


balanced, declaring that Goethe came to 
him in a vision and together they knelt 
down and prayed for Germany, and that 
the Father has appointed him to save the 
world. 

Smith in the asylum charms all who come 
near him, wields an amazing influence and, 
in addition to remarkable poetry that works 
miraculous peace on those reading it, writes 
a Play that takes the world by storm, first 
being presented in America and after 
wards translated and produced in other 
countries, wins the Nobel prize and shows. 
the world the folly of war.” The vicar, in 
the end aware of Smith’g greatness, pas- 
ee seeks forgiveness as he lies dv- 
ng.

Mr. Snaith has struggled, he 
has literally strained, to articulate a high 
spiritual quality, and biblical quotations, 
rather tritely used, in the mouth of Smith 
a been employed to give the book its 
pitch. 

We find it unconvincing, inartistic, and 
what substance it has comes from the Amert- 
can scientist who has discovered a diabolical 
law of nature that he wishes to utilize for 
the extermination of the German forces.

“The Terror.” 


It is not often that an author succeeds se 
well as Arthur Machen has in “The Terror” 
(Robert M. McBride & Co.) in doing pre 
cisely what he undertakes to do. Mr. Machen 
has the faculty of plausibility even when 
dealing with the miraculous, ag witness 


many other parts of the world, to debating 
whether or not angels clad in shining mail 
actually did come to the help of the British 
at Mons. The. legend grew and grew out of 
that little story, grew even after Mr. Machen 
had explained that so far as he knew there 
Was not a word of truth in it and that the 
whole idea came from his own head. 

The opening chapters of “The Terror” 
create the illusion of truth, and there is an 
eerie touch of plausibility in the final expla 
nation of how it happened that all over Eng- 
land, shortly after the outbreak of war, in- 
comprehensible murders occurred on every 
hand, the body usually being left terribly 
mutilated. 

“As soon as the real significance of that 
which was happening, or beginning to hap- 
pen, was perceived by the authorities, an 
underlined circular was issued to the news. 
paper proprietors of Great Britain and Ping- 
land. It warned each proprietor that he 
might impart the contents of this cireu- 
lar to one other person only, such a per 
son being the nsible editor of the p» 
per, who was to k 
cret under the severest penalties.” 

Thus whole families are found dead, their 


cliffs or are asphyxiated in open fields; other 
families are frightened so terribly that they 
dare not venture out of the house and die of 
thirst, munition works are devastated, and 
not a line appears in the paper. The coun 
try is frantic with fear, and credits the terror 
toanew diabolism of the Germans, but the 
censors will not permit a word to be printed. 

During the black months of the Terror 
“out of the factories issued at black mid- 
night the shrouded dead in the coffins, and 
their very kinsfolk did not know they had 
come by their death. All the towns were 
full of houses of mourning, were full of 
dark and terrible rumors; incredible as the 
incredible reality.”

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MKS. ‘'GEROULD SPEAKS 


"She Who te Sometimes Called the Great Psychological Lady 
'_ Lays a Club Across the Hleads of British Novelists. 


ATHERINE FULLERTON GEROULD is 

an adept at stirring up quarrels. We 
suspect her of an acrimonious simula- 
tion that serves to disguise her pleasure in 
teapot tempests. Anyway, it strikes us as 
peculiar that a lady whose fiction is miasmic 
verbiage surrounding a vague—supposedly 
psychological—idea, should be so indignant 
with the British novelists. Mrs. Gerould 
may be recalled as the person who some 
months back accused O. Henry of ruining the 
short story. We have often wished that she 
would ruin a few of hers in some other than 
thé stereotyped fashion which causes one to 
feel, with justification, too, that having read 
Mrs. Gerould once there ig no need to read 
further. | 

But there is, providing she leaves fiction 
for criticism. She is a good critic—good be- 
@gause she says tangible things, definite 

‘things that leave one knowing pretty much 
what she means. Few critics do that. The 
things said may appear wrong or right. That 
makes scant difference. Good criticism is 
merely the expression of an unambiguous 
personal opinion. Popular criticism is say- 
ing something that other people believe, or 
are ready to believe. 

Mrs. Gerould as a critic does not go In for 
psychological involution. She writes with the 
freedom and authoritative assertion of a 
parson’s wife discussing the absent members 
in the sewing circle. In the October num- 
ber of the Yale Review, Mrs. Gerould dis 
cusses “British Novelists, Ltd.”

discusses the subject of her essay; that is, 
the British novelists who are as alike as six 
peas in a pod: Hugh Walpole, J. D. Beres 
ford, Compton Mackenzie, Gilbert Cannan, 
- Oliver Onions and W. L. George, and though 
admittedly unread in D. H. Lawrence, 
ventures to guess that he is one of them, 
thereby making a seventh pea in the pod, 
“If they were all Elizabethans,” Mrs. Ger- 
ould says, “the scholars would still be 
wrangling over problems of their collabora- 
tion.” She suspects that a syndicate con- 
trols these brilliant young men who seem 
laboriously copying one another’s copies of 
the other’s copy. 
“To begin with, there is always the same 
young man. Sometimes he has a university 
education, and then he is the hero of ‘Sin- 
ister Street,’ or ‘The Stranger’s Wedding’; 
sometimes he has omitted the university, and 
then he is the hero of ‘Jacob Stahl’ or 
‘Fortitude.’ He has usually decided, when 
we meet him, that there is nothing in re 
ligion; he ig usually anxious to do something 
moble and unconventional; and sooner or 
later he nearly always encoutters very 


a 


pound actually or po- 
tentially, light morals. Sometimes he ig rich 
and meets her at the Empire; sometimes he. 
is poor and meets her in the slums, Some- 
times it is an accident, but usually he might 
be fairly said to be looking for her. For he 
is humanitarian, always; either by his gentle 
nature, or because socialist arguments have 
got hold of him; and a good deal of space is 
always given up to sheer intellectual werry- 
Ing.” 

Mrs. Gerould admits that Mr. Walpole gave 
us something new in “The Dark Forest;”. 
“but even so, if some one should tel] us that 
Mr. Walpole, in the flesh, went to Russia 
to work with an ambulance corps, and that 
Mr. Beresford or Mr. Mackenzie wrote ‘The 
Dark Forest’ from Mr. Walpole’s notes, who 
could, from any internal evidence, deny it?’ 

All of these authors, she insists, differenti- 
ate themselves just enough by detail of plot 
and setting and diction, to avoid a grand in- 
clusive charge of plagiarism. “You cannot 
say who filched a page from another, be- 
cause there is no telling who began it. But 
I believe that, as far as style is concerned, if 
you inserted six consecutive pages written 
severally by the six of them, in any chapter 
of any book, no one would ever know the dif- 
ference. They write alike. They have the 
same rhythms, the same sentence structure, 
the same syntactical habits. It is clever, 
nervous writing, but it is not the grand style. 
They are not memorable: they do not stand 
out, any one of them, or any of their works, 
as a mental experience. The only adventure 
to be got from them is to read them all, and 
then, forgetting (as you inevitably do). who 
is who and which is which, analyze the ef- 
fect of the group.” 

And at another time Mrs. Gerould re 
marks: “You would almost say that none of 


them had ever read anything but the works 


of the others. Ig there some master-mind be- 
hind them, some literary Lioyd George or 
Dr. Fu Manchu, who assigns thelr task; who 
says that Mr. Beresford, not Mr. Walpole, 
shall write of Jacob Stahl, and that Mr. Mac. 
kenzie, not Mr. W. i. George, shall dea] with 
Michael Fane? And does Mr. Walpole sneak 
off o’ nights to Mr. Beresford and offer to do 
some ‘Jacob Stahl’ if Mr. Beresford will take 
a few chapters of Fortitude’ off his hands? 
Does Mr. Mackenzie write a page of ‘A Pre 
lude to Adventure,’ while Mr. Walpole takes a 
turn at ‘Sinister Street?’ Who does the mur 
ders? Is it Mr. Walpole or Mr. Onions? 
Which one of them bas been appointed to 
frequent the Empire? Does Mr. George in 
vestigate female psychology for the group? 
And what (but this I cannot even guess) 
does Mr. D. H. Lawrence ‘cover’?” 

And Mrs. Gerould is basically correct. 
Would to the Lerd that she might leave off 
fiction and take to criticism. The flaying 
that her stuff deserves would then, no 
doubt, receive its due attention.

. A GERMAN REBEL. 


Hermann Fernau, whose new book, “The 
Coming Democracy” (E. P. Dutton & Co.,) 
will be published toward the end of August, 
is a German rebel who wants to see the 
German Empire turned into a republic and 
the rule of the royal dynasty exchanged 
for the rule of democracy. Before the war 
he had lived a good many years in Paris, 
where he made a study of and wrote a book 
in German about democracy in France. .He 
lately said to the Swisu correspondent of a 
Russian paper: 

“I consider a revolution in Germany pos- 
sible only in the event of a sweeping mili- 
tary victory byethe Allies. The fortress of 
the Hohenzollerns is impregnable in appear- 
ance only and it may crumble to pieces at an 
unexpected moment. The Socialists have 
been deeeived, as have all others in Ger- 
many, by a continuity of official lies from 
the beginning of the war. The Sooialists 
learned after a while that they had been 
deceived, but they have not had the cou,age 
to change their attitude.. The Socialist 
party in Germany is a big capitalistic busi- 
ness having $5,000,000 invested in various 
enterprises and controlling several] thousand 
employees and officials. On August 2, 1914, 
Chancellor Von Bethmann-Hollweg called all 
the Sociatist leaders in Germany together 
and told them bluntly, ‘Either you stand 
with us or we destroy your organizations.’ 
They decided to support the government 
and continue their business, preferring to 
lose their honor rather than their money. 
A revolution in Germany would be the blood- 
lest the world has ever seen because of the 
terrible measures that would be taken to 
repress it. It will come only after a sting- 
Ing military defeat, as only then will the 
people of Germany be sufficiently indignant 
against the Hohenzollerns and the military 
caste.” 


THOSE CHURCHILL TITLES. 

Winston Churchill] has at last broken his 
long chain of “C’s.” It- has been a matter 
of speculation for many years in the “trade” 
and among Churchill admirers as to whether 
the inclusion in the title of every Churchill 
book of a word beginning with the third let- 
ter of the alphabet was purely accidental or 
by design. As each volume came out, how- 
ever, those who held that Mr. Churchill re- 
garded the letter “C” as an omen of good 
luck were more firmly strengthened in their 
contention that it was no mere chance but 
the result of careful planning on the author’s 
part. “C” spells Churchill’s success, they 
maintained, and pointed to the long list of 
books in which it figures, including “The 
Celebrity,” “Coniston,” “The Crisis,” “The 
Crossing,” “A Far Country,” “The Inside of 
the Cup,” “Mr. Crewe’s Career,” “A Modern 
Chronicle” and “Richard Carvel.” . 

But it is to be no more! The new novel 
is entitled “The Dwelling Place of Light,” 
and Mr. Churchill's admirers look in rain 
for the accustomed “OC.” The superstitious 
are plainly perplexed, but those who know 
that Mr. Churchill’s reputation and popz- 
larity are based on something far more sub- 
stantial than a mere form are not in the 
least troubled. More than that, the. an- 
nouncement that already, long before pubil- 
cation, the novel is being reprinted {is mate- 
rial evidence that a Churchill book, with or| 
without the “C,” is all the same. 


IN THE GARDEN. : 

In the introduction to “Around the Year 
in the Garden,” by Frederick Frye Rockwell, 
which has just been published by the Mac- 
millan Company, the author says: “One may 
postpone building a garage, or buying a new 
car, for a week or a month, or even six 
months, and when he again considers the 
matter find conditions the same as they 
were before; but the delay of a week or two 
in making a hot-bed, planting a hardy bor- 
der, or setting out evergreens, may Mean up- 
setting a garden plan for a whole season, 
the loss of a year’s time in getting results, 
or the waste of expensive plants.”

only when it coincides with the common- 
places of English fiction, drama and essays. 
Mr. Huneker is not typically American; but 
he at no point resembles Arnold Bennett, 
John Palmer, Edmund Gosse, Clement 
Bhorter, St. John Adcock, or Prof. William 
Lyon Phelps, who are typically English. 

We cannot imagine Mr. Huneker cudgel- 
fing his brain for titles, we cannot imagine 
him cudgeling his brain for anything—he 
has too much entlrusiasm; and brain cudgel- 
ere have the lack-luster eye of one who has 
been soundly beaten and deserved it—but 
we often wonder where he gets his titles. 
“New Cosmopolis,” “Visionaries,” “The 
Pathos of Distance,” “Ivory Apes and Pea- 
cocks,” and now “Unicorns.” A seductive 
promise is in each. His titles are some. 
thing more than handles to carry his wares. 
They are symbols, seldom cryptic, but sym- 
bolic; even as the title for this volume is 
taken from a nursery rhyme: 

.The Lion and the Unicorn were fighting 
for the crown: 
The Lion beat the Unicorn all around the 

And Mr. Huneker remarks: “He has a)- 
ways fought with the Lion for the crown, 
and he is always defeated, but invariably 
claims the victory. The crown is Art, and 
_ the Lion, being a realist born, is only at- 
tracted by its glitter, not the symbol. The 
Unicorn, an idealist, divines the inner 
meaning of this precious fillet of gold.” 

As usual, Mr. Huneker concerns himself 
with the arts, with painting, music and 
literature; and also, where he is most per- 
gona] he lays himself open to the irrefut- 
able charge of having cheated those who 
edmire him by not writing a novel, or at 
least an autobiography. “My First Musical 
Adventure,” “Pitiowland,” and “Riding the 
Whirlwind” are giimpses of what might 
have been, possibly of what may be; and 
though he is valued as a critic of artists, 
When he moves away from them to talk— 
almost impersonally—of himself he arouses 
as much, if no more, curiosity than about his 
other subjects which are discussed (we 
often think) to stimulate rather than satisfy 
interest in them. 

He returns in “Unicorns” to the inevit- 
able Wagnerian controversy; he has again 
something wise and witty to say of George 
Moore; with whimsical farce or farcical 
_ himsy, as you please, he plays on Shaw’s 
Mame with the Shavian method and inci- 
@entally takes occasion, at the same time, 
to prick his favorite enemy, Max Nordau. 


. Hila blood brothers, the Frenchmen, are ever 


outcropping in the text. Stendhal is sel- 
dom far from Mr. Huneker’s elbow, and 
Huysmans has a chapter to himself instead 
of, as often before, usurping paragraphs in 
other chapters. He has valedictory appre- 
ciations, though not in the valedictory style, 
for Edward MacDowell, Remy de Gourmont 
end Henry James; and returns again to 
view Chopin, of whom he has before writ- 
ten at book length. George Sand and her 
effairs of the heart, and less precious—to 
posterity——affairs of the pen, hold Mr. Hune- 
ker’s attention and win his sympathy. | 

“If she hadn't much temperament she had 
the courage to throw her bonnet over the 
windmill when she saw the man she liked, 
and if she suffered later, she, being an art- 
ist, made a literary asset of these sufferings.

almost casually “....there are many young

@ great writer, when in reality he was 
neither. He was ugly, not a beautiful Greek 
god, as his fervent admirers think. His 
mouth was loose, ill-shaped, his eyes dull 
and ‘draggy,’ his forehead narrow, the 


jcheeks flabby, his teeth protruding and 


‘horsey,’ his head and face was pear- 
shaped. For coplousness, sustained wit, 
and verbal brilliancy the maa had few equals. 
For me he simply turned into superior 
‘Journalism’ the ideas of Swinburne, Pater, 
Flaubert, Huysmans, De Quincey and others. 
If his readers would only take the trouble 
to study the originals there might be lesa 
talk of his originality.” 

An essay that the correspondence schools 
will cabbage out of this volume is “Style 
in. English Prose.” Gome of his sharpest 
and truest sentences are in it. “Stevenson’s 
prose style is highly synthesized and a 
mosaic of dead men’s manner.” “If style 
cannot be imparted, what, then, is the next 
best thing to do, after a close study of the 
masters?” We should say, go in a chastened 
mood to the nearest newspaper office and 
apply for a humble position on its staff. 
Then one will come to grips with life, the 
pacemaker of style. There is a lot of pom- 
pous advice emitted by the college professor 
~—the Eternal Sophmore—about fleeing 
journalese; whereas it is the daily press, 
whether in New York, Paris, Vienna or Lon 
don, that one may find the soundest, most 
succinct prose, prose stripned of superfluous 
ormament, prose bare to the bone and in 
fighting trim.” 

“Unicorns” is of the quality of Mr. Hune 
ker’s other books, broad-visioned, curiously 
forcible in expression without a trace of 
labor, and written from a prodigious famil- 


larity—it is surely that—with the works

Prof. Firkins, writing on “Poetry 
Insurgent and Resurgent” in the Atlantic 
Monthly for October, finds that English, un- 
like Spanish which is half-poetry in daily 
use, is in common usage, in prose and con- 
versation, not given to ornament or distinc- 
tion.

New Style tn Watermcions. 
_ [Capper’s Weekly:] Don’t refuse 


to buy a watermelon just because d 


the stem looks as if it had been 
dabbed with a bluish starch paste. 
It doesn’t hurt the melon. Painting 


the steams of watermelons with a 
paste made out of bluestone and 
starch is Uncle Sam’s latest agricul- 
tural style. This treatment prevents 
stem-end rot of watermelons, which 
has ca vast losses in this fruit 
in transif to market. The little dab 
of starch paste, or possibly of Bor- 
deaux paste, is evidence the shipper 
wished to make sure his melons 
reach market free from this rot. 
Some growers, in a hurry, smear 
some of the paste on the outside 
rind, but this does no damage. 


Gold-plated Teeth for Sheep. 

The sheep of the western islands 
of Scotland are almost as etylish as 
the dogs that ride in automobiles 
on our own Fifth avenue. in New 
York City. The canine aristocrats 


jhave occasional cavities in their 


teeth filled with gold, but the Scot- 
tish sheep have their entire set gold- 
plated before they have any chance 
to decay.

Mr. Veiller in constructing 
his fictitious has employed 


mystery 
only portions of the actual mys- 
teries which he encountered in real 
life. To those who believe the story 
to bo improbable he refers them to 
the police records of the three cities. 
To trace the history of plays 
which might be described as mys- 
tery plays does not require one to go 
back in time for more than a few 
years. Prior to the coming of Ibsen 
there were no plays at all that 
matched up to the standard of “The 
Thirteenth Chair” as mystery plays 
for the simple reason play- 
hts invariably resorted to the 
sollloquy to explain to the audiences 
what would have otherwise have 
proven a mystery to them. Ibsen, 
by doing away entirely with the 
soliloquy, introduced an entirely new 
style of play which was quite free 
od anything that suggested the mys- 
es. 
There followed a period of years 
G@uring which the drama made no 
effort to create situations that were 
calculated to fool or mislead the 
audience af all. And then came “Ar- 
gene Lupin,” the first of all the de- 
tective plays which might be called 
mystery plays, but which were to- 
“The Thirteenth Chair” 
in that they deliberately sought to 
fool or mislead the audience, which 
the Veiller play does not do, 
Following “Arsene Lupin” came 
“Under Cover” and following that 
came “Inside the Lines,” both plays 
that were mysterious only so far as 
they did not befoo! their audiences 
by taking a totally unsuspected turn 
or twist at the end. In that, too, 
they differed from the present mys- 
tery play by Mr. Veliller because 
when the explanation does come at 
the conclusion of “The Thirteenth 
Chair” you realize that it had been 
quite within your power at all times 
to have discover the correct solu- 
tion to the mystery had you only 
taken the correct course of regson- 
ing from the start. 
MIRACLE PLAYS. 


In any discussion of mystery 
‘plays, one must not confuse plays of 
the character of “The Thirteenth 
Chaie’” with the so-called mystery 
plays of the fifteenth century which 
really marked the beginning of the 
modern drama. While those plays 
which were written by the mon 
were called mystery plays they were 
really — but biblical stories 
told in play form. While there is 
some uncertainty among writers as 
to when the first of these “mystery” 
plays were written, it is likely that 
the Coventry, mystery plays which 
were founded on stories from the 
New Testament and were written in 
1416 were the very first of the be- 
‘ginning of our modern drama. 

In the connection with the early 
mystery, or miracle plays, as they 
might better be called, Dr. Heinrick 
Meyer of Berlin tells of the struggle 
the monks were obliged to wage in 
order to induce people to see their 
plays. In those days the taste of 
the populace ran more to tourna- 
ments, bear-baiting, cock-fighting 
and similar amusements. As an in<« 
ducement to people to see the plays, 
Dr. Meyer tells of one monk, Sir 
Henry Frances by name, a priest of 
St. Benedict, who wrote a miracle 
play and then went to Rome, where 
he persuaded the Bishop of Rome 
to grant a pardon of 1000 days to 
everyone who attended. And for 
fear that that would not prove in- 
ducement enough, the good monk 
also secured from the Bishop of 
Chester an additional pardon of 
forty days so that one visit to the 
play was good for nearly three 
years’ pardon for all mis- 


All of which, of course, helps to 
emphasize the difference between 
the ancient mystery plays and the 
modern.

So much of outward beauty comes 
under the deft magic of a -brush 
that among all other artists the 
painter has temptations that are 
pecullarly his own. Without prayer 
and fasting—almost  literally—he 
may be seduced by the sheer love- 
liness of things until his g 4 
stows weak and faint within ™m., 
To be sure, beauty is truth, but only 
the half of truth. The other half 
dwells in the artist himself, in the 
innermost sanctuary of his own soul, 
and it must be most subtly joined 
to beauty to make the whole. 

This may sound like a counsel of 
perfection—and why not? Is not 
all art a struggle for an unattain- 
able ideal? There is no perfect pic- 
ture, or poem, or statue—there is 
no absolute perfection anywhere in 
anything—and this is why the artist 
must keep on seeking for it. And 
he can increase his stature, he can 
reach higher and even higher, by 
taking thought. He can expand his 
soul by gazing toward far horizons. 
The beauty of the bdiue of infinite 
distances will turn him into a poet. 

Do not mistake me—I am not 
urging, for the painter of pictures, 
the sacrifice of external beauty for 
the sake of “soul.” On the con-} 
trary, in spite of many of the mod- 
ernists, I do not believe that one 
can feel and know the soul, as ex- 
pressed in art, without that out- 
ward beauty—beauty ef arrange- 
ment, of hues, of textures.

It is not for me to record here 
in detafl how I worke@* out my 
scheme. This much is sufficient, to 
state that I made dally visits to the 
Softa's office, which was adjacent to. 
his residence. In two weeks I had 
opened my heart to the Softa, tell- 
ing him that I had become a convert 
to his most beautiful faith. My “con- 
fession” of faith softened the heart 
of the “man of God.” He became 
more and more responsive, and each 
day he expounded to me the won- 
derful precepts of the Moslem faith. 
I mado him think that I believed 
his every word. 

SIMPLE “MAN OF GOD.” 

T managed to be seen in his com- 

pany frequently. Through our ener- 


getic secret service workers in the 
city I managed to visit the district 


just at the time the Softa happened 
to be there. On the occasion of 
every such “accidental” meeting he 
would stop, greet me with great 
courtesy, and walk in my company 
a few blocks. Every one of these 
occasions was faithfully recorded by 
Herr Brunn’s expert photographer. 
One day, especially, on meeting him 
I rushed to him, held his hand with 
both of mine and, standing very 
close to him, I said: “Truly, you are 
a “man of God!" This position was 
also recorded, while I remained in 
that attitude for quite a few mo- 
ments. 

Finally, one day I made a visit 
to him, my face covered with a 
heavy yashmak. As I entered his of- 
fice I lifted it slowly and on the 
second that my eyes met his I looked 
down, bowed low, and informed him 
while in that attitude that I had ac- 
cepted the Moslem faith. Then, 
kneeling on the carpet hefore him I 
said: “I beg you to lead me to the 
most sacred tenets of your holy re- 
ligion.”’ 

NO PAGAN IS THIS SOFTA. 

He at once seized both my hands 
and raised me to my feet, saying: 
“Who am I that you drop on your 
knees before me? I am merely an 
unworthy servant of Allah. No one 
human being should bend the knee 
before another. Allah is jealous of 
his might of power. All knees should 
bend -before him, not before un- 
worthy Abd-ul-Rahman, himeelf full 
of sin!” 

Abd-ul-Rahman was overjoyed 
and lectured to me nearly an hour 
about the beautiful precepts of the 
Mohammedan religion. Meanwhile I 
was so happy with the prospects of 
my plans successfully carried 
out that I hardiy heard what he 
was saying. 

At the end of his talk he himself 
requested that I again visit him on 
the following morning so that he 
could teach me how to offer prayer 
in proper form to the Highest. 
promised that I would bo there at 
the stated hour. 

He then personally led me through 
his garden to the outer gate. As in 
all Moslem residences of the upper 
Classes there is between the outer 
gate and inner gate, a reception hall 
to which open doors from the foot- 
men’s and servants’ quarters. Three 
of Abd-ul-Rahmarr servants had 
already been retained by our alert 
Herr Brunn, who had secreted our 
faithful recorder—the photographer 
--in one of the entrances to the 
doors leading to the servants’ rooms. 

As we neared the outer gate, just 
in the center of the reception hall, 
as Abd-ul-Rahman was about to lift 
the latch in order to open the heavy 
gate for me, I lifted my Yeshmak 
with my left hand and holding his 
hand in my right I whispered, look- 
ing him straight in the eye: “You 
are truly divine.” The Softa seemed 
somewhat embarrassed, nevertheless, 
he did not present a protesting 
‘countenance. On the contrary, his 
attitude was tolerant if not approv- 
ing. It made a very desirable ree-

“In addition to her remoteness 
and the cordillera of the Andes, an 
artificial element has contributed to 
Chile’s isolation, the monopoly of 
freights exercised by the great 
commercial houses of Europe by 
virtue of which we have been barred 
from direct communication with 
buyers and sellers. Our production, 
industries and commerce have been 
arrested. Now we call to our aid a 
powerful competitor, who will 
break this monopoly and give us 
freedom within competition, tear- 
ing down the Chinese wall of 
freight monopoly. 

“We desire to receive on our 
coasts all the strong and entet- 
prising nations of Europe, Asia and 
other continents. We will gladly 
welcome their capital, industry, in- 
telligence and teaching, and by the 
unstable equilibrium resulting from 
the balancing of forces we will 
avoid any hegemony or preponder- 
ance that would be menacing or 
even dangerous.

(4. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 

LONDON, Sept. 1.—" I have lately 
come into possession of authentic in- 
formation on the waste of horse- 
flesh,” writes the editor of .Truth, 
“and it is calculated to excite the 
greatest horror and indignation.” 

Leaving out Mesopotamia and 
Africa outside Egypt, he writes that 
more than 250,000 horses have died 
during the war up to about the end 
of May and in addition 30,000 have 
been sold owing to old age and dis- 
ease. He continues: 

“This most significant fact of all 
is that 33,000 animals have died in 
America while awaiting shipment 
while 6000 have died at sea in the 
course of transit. Here we have 
39,000 animals purchased for mili- 
tary purposes, not one of which has 
been available for that purpose 
owing to their previous disease. In 
this is presumably to be found the 
explanation of the greater part of 
the scandal—namely, the culpable 
negligence, or worse, with which the 
animals have been bought. 

“T am told that some which have 
survived the Atlantic voyage were 
found to be over 30 years old. Some 
are even said to have died upen 
the gangway at the port of ship- 
ment under the exertion of walking 
aboard. It may almost be taken for 
granted that the rate of mortality 
on this side of the Atlantic has 
been aggravated by neglect, ignorant 
horsemanship and, to some extent, 
downright ill-treatment. On all these 
points men who have served at the 


front can give evidence. I have my- 


self heard many lurid statements on 
the subject. But the figures show 
that the root of the whole scandal 
lies across the Atlantic, where the 
wretched beasts are bought.” 

Upward of 1,000,090. horses and 
mules, the writer says, have been 
purchased by the British govern- 
ment during the war, so that more 
than 25 per cent. of the animals 
purchased have died. With regard 
to deaths of horses or mules, due 
to “enemy action,” he says that in 
one week, out of more than 56000 
deaths in’ France, only 118 were 
due to gunshot wounds—a trifling 
percentage. About 42,000 of the ani- 
mals have died in England.

JAPANESE PUBLICIST MAKES 
PERTINENT PREDICTION. 


planted After War by a Friendly 
Arrangement Between United 
States and Her Neighbors. 


[A. P. FOREION CORRESPONDENCE} 

TOKIO, Aug. 18.—That the rise 
of the United States as a strong mil- 
itary and naval power will sound the 
death knell of the Anglo-Japanese }- 
alliance, for which a practical alli- 
ance between Great Britain and the 
United States will be substituted, is 


the opinion expressed by Ryosuke 
Shimatani in the current number of 
Shin Nippon. Dr. Shimatani is a 
well-known publicist. 

Dr. Shimatani contends that com- 
mercial considerations will bring 
about the end of Japan’s alliance 
with Britain. Spinning and ship- 
ping, including shipbuilding, he as- 
serts, constitute the great elements 
in British industry, and Japan’s fu- 
ture prosperity depends upon her 
progress in those lines. Japan, in- 
deed, was encroaching on British 
flelds. 

It is not to be denied, he writes, 
that Australia, New Zealand and 
other British possessions east of In- 
| dia are being threatened strategical- 
ly by the growing influence which 
Japan possesses. This has been dem- 
onstrated in a most emphatic man- 
ner since the outbreak of the war. 

The British colonies, he decleres, 
have begun to feel uneasiness for the 
natural pressure of Japan's growing 
military power. Australia nas start- 
ed to build an independent navy of 
its own, while New Zealand has con- 
tributed warships to the home coun- 
try. Britain’s fear of Japan, strange 
to say, he points out, is growing 
more and moré marked during the 
progress of the present war, though 
Japan is proving herself the most 
loyal friend to her ally.

Often Neglected by Owners of 
Their Cars. 


Keep Dirt Away from Drums 
at All Times. | 


Equalization a Matter of Big 


_ Importance. 


The average automobile owner 
end Griver makes many mistakes, 
_ But the most common, which comes 
under the heading of neglect or care- 
 jegpness, is that of not caring for 
the brakes, declared Bert Dingley, 
@rstwhile famous auto racer. If but 
@ single adjustment had been made 
to the brakes many an accident 
would have been averted, he added. 
: “Every automobile owner should 
first avail himself with such infor- 


mation as pertains to the process 
of adjusting brakes. In order to do 


this an Inv ation as to the work. 
of this contrivance should 
ade. 


me motorists know about as 
much of the functionary perform- 
ances of the brakes as they do of 
the operation of the transmission or 
other intricate parts of automo- 
Bile. For that reason just a few 
. minutes’ study of this important 
Spee of the motor car should be 


made. 

» “It is far more important that the 
motorist know that he has good sub- 
@tantial brakes that will perform the 
necessary duty in case of an emer- 
gency, than to fret about the quali- 
ties of a self-starter. It is but a 
simple move to start an automobile, 
but being sure that it will stop when 
the brakes are applied is a safety 
value not to be overlooked. 

“By way of explanation, I may 
State that there are two sets of 
brakes. These operate on the rear 
*wheels. The first is known as "the 
foot or service brake, while the sec- 
ond is operated by a hand lever. 
The first is controlled by a foot 
pedal and,is found on the outside. 
Tt is simply a contracting steel band 
and is lined with noncombustible 
asbestos and is placed on the large 
brake drums. These are bolted to 
the hubs of the rear wheels. The 
emergency brakes are found on the 
rear wheel drums, and are of the in- 
ternal-expanding .type. They may be 
tion. or set at any desired posi- 


‘“The drums are fourteen inches 
fn Giameter and have a bedring face 
of two and one-half {nches. They 
@fe made of pressed steel. 

‘“In adjusting brakes it is essen- 
tial that the pressure or resistance 

equal on both wheels. Both 
wheels should be jacked so they 
may be turned by hand. so do- 
ing the operator may determine 
whether or not a firm braking pow- 
er is delivered to the drums. By 
thie means it is easy to determine 
whether the brakes are dragging. 
All Drakes should be kept free 
Ey or grease. To insure this 
the drums with gasoline, 
which will cut the grease and oil. 
and wilt then leave a clean, free, dry 
Surface. 

“Never slam on the brakes, as 
this wears your tires, burns the 
brake linings and takes life out of

Officials of the theft bureau of the 
Automobile Club of Southern Cali- 
fornia have repeatedly issued bul- 
letins here showing conclusively that 
Southern California is without a 
peer when it comes to providing op- 
portunities for the thrifty thieves, 
but the statistics carefully supplied 
by the club are either ignored by 
the eastern writer or they have 
never penetrated farther than the 
Mississippi. 
In the East, according to account 
given in the magazine, certain dis- 
coveries of thief methods are re- 
corded as glaringly modern, where- 
as these methods are now ancient 
history in the police annals of Los 
Angeles. This city should refuse to 
accept a back seat from anyone 
when it comes to automobile steal- 
ing. 

The local police department is not 
accountable for the fact that there 
are more automobiles owned in Los 
Angeles than in many Eastern 
States, or that local motorists are 
more than careless in taking care 
of their property or that there are 
more miles of good roads near here 
for thieves to run over than in any 
other part of the world of similar 
area. 
It mostly rests with the individual! 
automobile owner, say officials of 
the theft bureau of the Automobile 
Club, an organization which, more 
than any other, knows of the im- 
mense activity of the thief. If the 
individual car owner would take 
greater precaution in locking his 
machine, in reporting its theft im- 
mediately to the proper authorities 
and would fill out a club identifica- 
tion blank at once, the num of 
stolen cars would be more than cut 
in half,-and the’ number of total 
losses reduced to a minimum. 
‘Los Angeles, despite any reports 
to the contrary, will continue to hold 
its own as the premier theft ground 
of the world until the motorists 
themselves awake to the fact that

USE DUE CARE, 


Most Autoists are in Too Big a 
Hurry to Shift and Consequently 
do not Give the Clutch Shaft 
Sufficient Time to Slow Down, 
Causing Gears to Clash. 


The rasping and banging of gears 
that one hears cn such occasions 
must be a great source of comfort to 
the repair man, if he is within ear- 
shot. Such driving usually results 
in the car being eventually housed in 
the repair shop for new gears, uni- 
versal joints or something similar. 
The man who is gifted with the art 
of precise driving can make his get- 
away without a scund, save that 
arising sometimes from the gear- 
shift lever striking This 
man knows at just what speed his 
engine should run and just the cor- 
rect amount of time he must wait 
before he makes his shifts. 

Most of us are in too big a hurry 
to shift; we do not give the clutch 
shaft sufficient time to slow down 
and the result is that the gears clash 
or in some instances cannot be 
changed at all. 


PLAY IN LINKAGE, 
When excessive movement of the 
throttle is needed to get response 
from the carburetor the trouble 
may be due to excess play in the 
linkage from the steering post bot-

Since June 1—Police Deserve

Never in the history of Venice 
have so many cars been driven to 
that popular beach resort as were 
during the last summer. Since June 
1 it has been estimated by the po- 
lice authorities that more than 120,- 
000 automobiles made their way to 
this all-~year playground. In spite 
of this number, the accidents were 
so few as to be almost- negligible.

Fifteen years in the motor car 
industry is an epoch. The Cadillac 
Motor Car Company celebrated its 
fifteenth anniversary last week.

Said one proprietor of a gasoline 
service station on one of the boule- 
vards over which there is much 
travel to and from the beach: : 

“It is surprising how many cars 
go to Venice the year round. Of 
course, on days when it is wet in the 
rainy season the travel is light and 
is mostly confined to commercial 
vehicles or those in autonfobiles on 

iness. 

“As { see the traffic pass to and 
fro—and more this year than ever 
before—I realize more than I ever 
bave that Southern California and 
it# beaches have attractions every 
month in the year for the motorist 
and those who motor with him. 
Why, I know people who hardly 
ever miss a day to take their plunge 
in the ocean—rain or shine. Thé 
money that has been paid for gaso- 
line-moved cars to and from the in- 
terior to Venice last summer would 
have made some fortune.” 


Nine times out of ten, tube trou- 
ble- is due to pinching or improper 
application of the tire to the _ rim. 
This is the conclusion of F. R. Car- 
roll, manager of the local B. F. 
Goodrich Rubber Company branch, 
after many observations. 

Either a flap gets misplaced, a tire 
tool get jammed against the tube, 
or the bead in the casing catches 
at some place where -it is creased. 

The result may be anything from 


a ta to blow the casing off the 
rim. 

Since moat tube trouble comes 
from pinching, there is no outside 
evidence of injury, and frequently 
the motorist is misled as to the rea! 
cause of the damage. He should, 
therefore, hesitate before placing the 
blame on the manufacturer until he 
has fully investigated. He will 
probably find the: trouble came of 
his own fault. 

There is a right way td put in the 
tube, and with a little application 
and care, motorists can get the 
knack that does away with the 
pinching of the tube for all time. In 
the first place, the tube should be 
slightly inflated, and the hand 


feel that there are no wrinkles. If 
there is a flap, this should be put 
in position the same way. After the 
casing is on, and just before the 
final inflation, the bead should be 
raised all around with a tire tool 
to allow the tube to slip into place, 
if the bead is pinching it anywhere. 
See that lugs, if used, move freely 
up and down, and the valve stem 
likewise. 

There is a correct way to carry 
extra tubes, too, according to Mr. 
Carroll. They should never be left 
in the original carton, or thrown 
loosely under the seat, as they chafc

Football practice in the vari- 
ous companies is now in full swing 
and shortly inter-regimental games 
will be held to decide the cham- 
piens in the two styles of football. 

In two letters, which are prac- 
tically the same, Mr. Case urges the 
two graduate managers to co-oper- 
ate with him in arranging for the 
game, but the letters are not in any 
sense a challenge. Because of the 
fact that many of the alumni of 
both colleges are anxious to see the 
two teams in action and are able to 
provide a strong team from among 
the men here in camp, Mr. Case is 

oping that the colleges wijl accept. 
the offer, which will be probably af 
guarantee of expenses at least. 

The fortieth division, says Mr. 
Case, will probably start fm on the 
inter-regimental football schedules 
by November 1. He expects to have 
five or six Rugby .teams in action 
and fourteen or fifteen American 
football teams working out. There 
are many college men in the camr 
and these men would be pitted 
against their alma materse. The 
Southern California high schovwl 
boys will play Rugby, while the men 
from other parts .of the State and 
from other States will play the 
American same.

of solution. First, there is the Prather 
old-fashioned method of putting it be- 
tween the leaves of a book, and apply- 
ing a weght for a length of time. This 
method is rather successful, tho upon 
oceasion the foliage becomes so dry 
that ft crumbles at the merest touch. 
The paraffin method is néwer and bet- 
ter. First, absorb all the moisture by 
pressing each leaf and stem on the back 
with a warm iron; a blotter laid under- 
neath helps in the drying process. Then 
varnish or cover the whole with paraf- 
fin; this may be done by passing a 
very hot iron over a bloek of paraffin 
and then quickly over the object. 
The treatment last described does not 
dry the leaves excessively, and none of 


their wonderful eclor is dried out of 
therm. 
There is ah almost @fidiless list of 


attractive articles one Can make .with 
@imbinations of pres#ed foliage and 
moths or butterfiles. They may be 
mounted under glass, @¢ither on a bed 
of soft white cotton, of, better yet, on 
a mat made of the white cotten of the 
milkweéed.

Or lampshades made 
of s-lk with the ferns pressed between 
the foundation and an outer covering of 
some transparent material, such as pine- 
apple lace or chiffon, prove very lovely 
when lighted., All sorts of trays for the 
serving table can be made of this very 
artistic work, as well as attractive lit- 
tle coasters for glasses on the luncheon 
table. 

Don't you think it will be worth your 
while, the next time you take one of 
those good, long autumn hikes, 
which the weather just now is partic- 
ularly ideal, to keep your eyes open for 
the brilliant follage and gather a hand- 
ful for purposes similar to those de- 
@eribed above? You will find that this 
is a sort of rule Which works both 
ways.

IMPLS® baeketry le perhaps one of 


the easiest and at the same time 

most profitable of the crafts to 

learn. T resuits of a few les- 
sons in bheket ay be quite elaborate 
or they may be Simple und as graceful 
ai the two baskets photographed, eith- 
er 6f Whith Would make a gift not to 
‘be sported by donor or she who re- 
celves tt. Thik is the kind of a gift 
that will last a lifetime. 

Tools for making reed baskets are 
neither many nor expensive, a sharp 
pair of scissors, a yard measure, 2 
creoked piercer or heavy upholstery 
needle for sticking down ihe ends of 
the reeds, and a penknife for making 
incisions ate enough. 

There are three main ways of weav- 
img the reed: The single™weave, pa'ring 
Weave, the triple Weave, done wiih one, 
two and three weaving peé@s. The aingle 
weave is produced with one weaver 
passed first oVer a spORe {a spoke is 
part of the foundation or. skeleton 
week), afd then under he next 
If ‘an number of is user, 
eath succeéding row will alternate its 
weave.
